However, Robert Day, president of the 


CAP board of directors, indicated yester- 
day that the CAP board will not make a 
final judgment on the application without 
more information. 


"From what we know on the surface, it 


appears the Elk Grove proposal is a du- 
plication of effort," he said, "but I 
haven't talked to anybody from Elk 
Grove and we don't know all the facts 
and figures about the services in the 
area." 


The Community Service application 


has been formally opposed by Northwest 
Mental Health Center in Arlington 
Heights, which is now the only state-fun- 
ded mental health center in the four town- 
ships of Wheeling, Elk Grove, Schaum- 
burg and Palatine, 


COMMUNITY SERVICE, a mental 


health 'and counseling agency funded 
wholly by Elk Grove Village, is seeking 
support for an application to the state for 
funds to serve Elk Grove and Schaum- 
burg townships. So far the plan has been 
endorsed by the Elk Grove Village board

agency like Northwest," he said. The 
hotline refers callers to Northwest and 
has also referred persons from Elk 
Grove Village to Community Service, ac- 
cording to Ehlers. 


"This is in no way a put down of Com- 


munity Service, but we think the area is 
better off with one agency," he said. 


DAY SAID HE did not know what 


prompted the volunteers to take the 
stand. He said, "I can't see any real rea- 
son for the endorsement of Northwest," 
but added, "We are very happy with our 
relationship with Northwest." 


He explained volunteers in the CAP 


agencies have received training and ser- 
vice from Northwest and plan to sched- 
ule more sessions in the near future. 


CAP is a program for dealing with 


drug abuse and other mental health 
problems in Mount Prospect. The pro- 
gram was an outgrowth of a "Mayor's 
Action Program'1 aided by the staff of 
Forest Hospital, a private mental hospi- 
tal in Des Plaines. 


Elk Grove Village Community Service 


is currently receiving a budget of $53,600 
from Elk Grove Village to provide youth 
and family counseling services and oper- 
ate the Listening Post hotline.

The barn was donated for village use 


by Charles Hodlmair, the first village 
president. 


In those first few years of the village's 


existence, the fire department had to get 
by on what second-hand equipment it 
could buy cheaply. But the equipment 
was not always bad. 


"WE BOUGHT an old fire truck from 


the government for $86 — and it worked 
good," Mergens said. 


The village's first ambulance was a 


1949 Ford panel truck given to the vil- 


lage. 


"It was the first piece of equipment we 


ever had," Mergens said. "We painted it 
up and used it as an ambulance." 


The barn, which will be replaced by 


homes to be built by Menardi Construc- 
tion Co., housed the department's com- 
plete fire operations until the Landmeier 
Road station was completed in 1961. 


The village's expanding fire depart- 


ment — 51 full-time firefighters are now 
employed — moved into the headquar- 
ters station in village hall last year. And 
when the 30-day training program ends 
Dec. 17, the new Greenleaf Avenue sta- 
tion will officially become the village's 
third fire station. 


The new Greenleaf Station, Mergens 


said, "is-fantastic," but the old Hodlmair 
barn wasn't bad either, he said. "The 
atmosphere was real nice there." 


Randy Scott To Get Full Pay

Scott, injured Oct. 5 in a collision be- 


tween a fire truck and a semi-trailer 
truck, has received his full salary since 
the accident. The board indicated Tues- 
day it would make sure he would contin- 
ue to receive it. 


The board favorably received a person- 


nel committee report saying Scott will 
receive full pay until the board directs 
otherwise. 


Scott, who was released from the hos- 


pital Nov. 29, suffered a skull fracture 
when thrown from the truck in the acci- 
dent at Rte. 83 and Greenleaf Avenue. 
Scott was answering an alarm at the 
time, but the driver of the truck, Harold 


Henrickson, 30, Wankesha, Wis., said he 
didn't hear the siren. 


Henrickson was uninjured, but two oth- 


er firemen suffered minor injuries. Lt. 
Donald Langland, 30, and Firefighter 
Robert Herrmann, 48, suffered minor in- 
juries. Henrickson has been charged with 
failure to yield right of way to an emer- 
gency vehicle as a result of the accident. 


Confined to the intensive care unit at

THE PROPOSAL had been made by 


board president George W. Dunne under 
county home rule provisions to help bal- 
ance the county budget. With passage of 
the new state constitution, the county 
treasury lost the $18 million it received 
last year as its percentage of taxes col- 
lected throughout the county. 


Loome told the commissioners that if 


the tax on horse racing is eventually ap- 
proved it would, "kill the goose that laid 
the proverbial egg."

Dunne's proposal would place a license 


fee of $1,000 to conduct a horse racing 
meet, with an additional charge of $100 
each day the meet is held. A tax of 40 
cents would be attached to each daily 
admission ticket and the mutual handle 
would be taxed, on a sliding percentage 
scale. 


Huppert estimated the tax if passed 


would generate $9 million each year for 
the county. 


Loome said the track owners "have a 


difficult time making ends meet now." 
He said he thought the tax would dis- 
courage people from going to the track 
and would result in a lowered quality of 
horse racing. 


EARLIER, COMMISSIONER Charles 


Chaplin said he thought the proposed tax 
disciminates against one group of people 
who enjoy a particular sport. "If the 
county needs the money that badly to 
balance its budget then it should consider 


a tax covering all sports and other forms 
of entertainment," Chaplin said. 


The commissioner prefaced his re- 


marks by stating he would abstain from 
voting on the tax because he owns "quite 
a few horses"'and is a member of the 
board of directors of Chicago Thorough- 
bred Enterprises.

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Closed Meetings OK For Home Rule Towns: Lawyers

M u n i c i p a l officials in Arlington 


Heights. 
Mount 
Prospect 
and

Plaines are no longer required by law to 
do the public's business in public, ac- 
cording to an apparently widely-held in- 
terpretation of the new home rule pow- 
ers. 


Des Plaines City Atty. Robert DiLeo- 


nardi and Louis Ancel, who heads one of 
the largest legal firms representing Illi- 
nois municipal governments, both feel 
the state law which requires officials to 
conduct most debate and decision-mak- 
ing only at open, public meetings, does 
not apply to those communities allowed 
new powers last July when the new Illi- 
nois Constitution went into effect. 


Home rule governments — municipal- 


ities and counties with more than 25,000 
residents — were given broad powers to 
regulate their own procedures, including 
how and where city officials would meet, 
DiLeonardi said. If the state legislature 
wants to enforce the old rules, it will 
have to pass a new Open Meetings Act, 
Ancel said. 


In sharp disagreement, State Hep. An- 


thony Scariano, D-Park Forest, sponsor 
of the law passed in 1957 and amended in 
J987, said the Open Meetings Act specifi- 
cally states that it alllies to "all" govern- 
ments, which would mean home rule 
governments too. 


He said yesterday he would fight in 


court "any advocate of secrecy who 
wants to close the door and draw the cur- 
tains" to deny the public's right to know 
how its government is being .conducted. 


Compounding the apparent confusion 


over home rule, a spokesman for the Illi- 
nois Department of Local Government 
Affairs said the state's policy is that the 
law must be followed by a home rule unit 
until it passes its own open meetings or- 
dinance, which may be weaker, the 
same, or stronger than the state law. 


Although the questions about the open 


meetings act will ultimately be settled by 
the state legislature and the courts, none 
of the city officials contacted in the three 
home rule Northwest suburbs indicated 
that changes were coming soon or that a 
policy of closed meetings would be devel- 
oped. 


DiLeonardi, who is a member of a law- 


yers home rule study committee for the 
Illinois Municipal League the state's 
largest organization of public officials, 
told Des Plaines aldermen this week 
that, in his opinion, the act no longer ap- 
plies. He advised the city to set up a 
committee to study home rule changes. 


Arlington Heights Mayor John Walsh 


said he has heard no opinion yet on the 
Open Meetings Act, adding that his vil- 
lage has maintained a strict policy of 
open meetings and would continue to do 
so with or without the state law. 


John Zimmerman, attorney for Mount 


Prospect, said he had not formed any 
opinion yet on the effect of home rule 
powers on the open meetings act. 


Ancel, who heads a subcommittee of 


the league's home rule study group, said 
many other attorneys agree with his 
opinion. Scariano said Ancel's opinion 
was published last spring by the league 
in its monthly newsletter. 


Several municipal attorneys in south- 


ern Illinois and in Champaign have also 
notified their clients that they feel the 
state law no longer applies, Scariano 
said. 


Very few home rule changes have been 


tested in the courts, according to Joan 
Anderson, a former Con Con delegate 
who now advises the state department of 
local government. 


It was the intent of the Tiome rule com- 


mittee at Con Con to leave to the local 
governments and local pressures the de- 
tails of procedural decisions, such as 
keeping meetings open to the public, she 
said. 


Home rule grants communities powers 


that were formerly reserved to the state 
legislature. Home rule municipalities 
have new powers to license for regu- 
lation of services, and the means to 
change the form of the governmental 
structure and ways of taxing, Mrs. An- 


derson said. 


The state legislature can remove most 


home rule powers through legislation 
passed by a three-fifths majority, she 
said. 


The Public Meetings Act, often called 


the Scariano Act, forbids closed meetings 
except in certain circumstances in- 
volving discussions of personnel and hir- 
ing, purchase of real estate, and wage 
negotiations. 


Adequate notice must be made of 


meetings and violation of the act can 
mean a fine of not more than $100 or 


imprisonment for not more than 30 days 
or both. 


Passage of the act was heralded by civ- 


il libertarians and advocates of clean 
government as a way of keeping officials 
honest. 


Mrs. Anderson said most home rule 


municipalities would probably choose to 
write their own ordinance, or simply con- 
tinue to operate under the state law. 


Ancel said he felt each municipality 


would follow its own inclinations, and the 
state legislature would take up the issue 
at its next session. 


Lincoln County Talks 
Stalled By Resignation

The study to form Lincoln County is 


now in a "holding pattern" following 
committee chairman Merwin E. Soper's 
announcement Wednesday he will leave 
the area by Jan. 1. 


According to Wendell Jones, who, with 


Soper, originated the plan to carve Lin- 
coln County out of Cook County by the 
secession of six Northwest suburban 
townships, the new county plan "is not 
anything we'll get on the ballot soon. 


"We're all going in different directions, 


with Soper going the furthest of any of 
us," Jones said. 


Soper resigned his position as a Pala- 


tine village trustee Wednesday when he 
announced he will move to Hartford, 
Conn, next month to take on responsi- 
bilities of a new job with Aetna Insur- 
ance Co. 


Besides Soper's sudden move, the var- 


ied individual activities of several of the 
nine study committee members has 
caused a temporary freeze in the in- 
vestigations into the formation of Lincoln 
County, Jones said. 


HE SAID Rep. David J. Regner's re- 


cent announcement to seek a seat in the 
State Senate from the 3rd District will 
cut into the amount of time he would be 
able to spend as a member of the Lincoln 
County study committee. 


The study group is currently awaiting 


a constitutional interpretation from State 
Atty. Gen. William Scott on legal aspects 
of disannexation from an existing county 
in the state. 


However, Jones said Scott's opinion 


may not be coming soon because of 
Scott's future political plans and possible 
campaigning. This would further delay 
the studies of the committee. 


"At least the seed has been planted," 


Jones said. He anticipated interest in the 
whole Lincoln County idea would in- 
crease following the November, 1972 
elections, if the outcome is similar to the 
Democratic landslide in Cook County No- 
vember, 1970. 


"If Bernard Carey (Republican slated 


for Cook County State's Attorney) would 
beat Ed Hanrahan, then maybe the 
whole idea of Lincoln County should be 
scrapped." he said, explaining that an 
increase in Republican influence in Cook 
County would take away the need for 
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creating a new suburban county. 


JONES SAID HE tried to get Carey, 


who lives in a south Cook County suburb, 
on the Lincoln County study committee, 
but Carey refused because of reasons 
dealing with "his political future in Cook 
County." 


Concerning Soper's replacement 
as 


chairman of the study committee, Jones 
said that "if the committee wants to con- 
tinue its study, it will have to get togeth- 
er to elect a new chairman." 


"I don't think Lincoln County is just 


one person," he said. 


Jones said he did not know when the 


next meeting would be, but said not 
much could be done until a legal opinion 
is received from Scott. 


He said Regner has received informa- 


tion from several other states on the le- 
galities of disannexation from an existing 
county. This information will be consid- 
ered at the next study meeting to deter- 
mine the next course of action, he said. 


The initial proposal for Lincoln County, 


made in August, calls for disannexation 
of Elk Grove, Harrington, Hanover, Pal- 
atine, Schaumburg and Wheeling town- 
ships, all Republican dominated, from 
Cook County. The new county would have 
a total population of almost 350,000, rank- 
ing it within the top five largest counties 
in the state.

Cutbacks in state funds slated for ju- 


nior college construction may delay con- 
struction at Harper and Oakton commu- 
nity colleges, according to college offic- 
ials. 


The Illinois Board of Higher Education 


recently voted to grant only one third of 
the $262.78 million sought by junior col- 
lege districts for 1073 construction. 


The state board's action directly af- 


fects Harper officials' plan to build voca- 
tional and physical education facilities, 
totaling $4,600.000 in 1873. The effect to 
Oakton College is indirect but just as 
diastrous. according to William Koehn- 
line, college president, 


"The cutbacks can only have an ad- 


verse effect on us," Koehnline said. 
There is a long waiting list of junior col- 
leges anticipating release of state funds 
for building projects. Oakton is near the 
tailend. We won't get the money we need 
until a large number of our sister in- 
stitutions get the money they have been 
promised for three years." 


JUNIOR COLLEGE construction has 


been held up in the past by a freeze on 
state funds enacted by C»ov. Richard 
Ogilvie. Phase II of the Harper College 


construction would have already begun if 
the governor had released promised 
funds, according to Don Andries, com- 
munity relations director. 


"The first portion of our phase II con- 


struction is already in the pipeline," said 
Andries, "This includes music and sci- 
ence facilities, totaling $3,300,000. The 
state has promised to pay $2,400,000 to- 
wards the total cost. The funds should be 
released as soon as we comply to certain 
economy measures required by the state 
board." 


The second portion of the phase II con- 


struction, however, has not been ap- 
proved by the state. Harper officials said 
the state board's cutback may delay this 
construction. They said they would not 
know the exact effect on their construc- 
tion plans until they receive more infor- 
mation from the state. 


Oakton officials have just begun their 


construction plans and are currently 
negotiating to purchase a 105 acre site 
adjacent to the Maryhill Cemetery in 
Niles. Koehnline said the state is holding 
$2 million for the project, but "even if we 
get that we will need a more substantial 
amount immediately. It is onlya tiny 


Cut College Building Fund 


The Illinois Board of Higher Education 


Tuesday slashed the total sought by state 
colleges and universities for construction 
projects in the 1973 fiscal year by more 
than two-tliirds. 


The board adopted, almost in total,

freeze on new construction at established 
schools and cuts of up to 50 per cent in 
the amount developing campuses and ju- 
nior colleges had sought for building. 


Thp state's 10 colleges and universities 


and 36 junior college districts had sought 
a total of $262.78 million for capital im- 
provements. The board approved only 
$86.11 million, $176.67 million less than 
requested. 


THE CAPITAL budget requests will 


now go to the general assembly and then 
to the governor, and could be reduced 
even further at either stop. 


"We're not disputing the need for a 


project, but we're trying to lay out some 
priorities. It's unfortunate that every- 
body can't get what they want," James 
B. Holderman, the board's executive di- 
rector, said. 


The board did not allow construction of 


any new buildings devoted entirely to 
classroom space. 


The major new buildings approved 


were a combination laboratory and class- 
room facility at Chicago State; an addi- 
tion to the University of Illinois law 
building at Champaign; a public affairs 
center at Sangamon State University in 
Springfield and a security services build- 
ing at Southern Illinois University in Car- 
bondale. 


The board said "severe fiscal re- 


straints" were anticipated -because of 
Gov, Richard B. Ogilvie's announced in- 
tention to balance the state budget with- 
out raising taxes.

Hammers Home Women's Lib Point

Mrs. Marilyn Beis, Chicago area's first 


female card-carrying carpenter, is ham- 
mering away at Walden, an apartment 
development going up at Algonquin and 
Meacham Roads in Schaumburg. 


Don't misunderstand, Marilyn, who 


lives in Evanston, isn't necessarily strik- 
ing hammer blows for Women's Lib 
though she supports the movement. She 
is simply determined to make it as a car- 
penter and prove herself to her employer 
... Pepper Construction Co. of Chicago. 


And she has her work cut out for her. 
"1 will be doing everyting any other 


apprentice carpenter would be doing," 
she said ns she installed shelves in an 
apartment. 


Marilyn is realistic. "1 want to do ev- 


erything," she emphasized. "If I don't I 
will be unemployed." 


According to the 28-year-old mother of 


two (husband Edward is an attorney), 
there is a "whole complex of reasons" 
that led her to carpentering. 


"Fundamentally 1 like carpentering," 


she explained. "I like working outside 
and I like working with my hands." 
Marilyn, who holds a Bachelor's Degree 
from George Washington University, also 
has a heritage backing her up. Her uncle 
and grandfather were carpenters. 


IN THE NEAR future, Marilyn is go- 


ing to get a chance to prove herself in 
more rugged circumstances. 


Walter Nealey, general superintendent 


on the project, said Pepper Co. will 
shortly be starting another phase of the 
development. This means Marilyn will be 
working outside lugging lumber and set- 
ting forms for concrete. 


Nealey emphasized that Pepper Co.

The lone voice of dissent among Cook 


County Democratic leaders at the meet- 
ing Tuesday at which State's Attorney 
Edward V. Hanrahan was endorsed for 
reelection belonged to Palatine Township 
committeeman Richard Mugalian.

tion "on one office" when the assembled

for the appointment," he said. "I got no 
response." 


MUGALIAN SAID that the meeting 


consisted simply of a reading of the list 
of the candidates by Rostenkowski, who 
then called for a voice vote of ratifica- 
tion by the full committee.

Although the program is sponsored by 


the federal government 20% of the cost 
must be matched by the community. 


School space has been donted by local

MUGALIAN SAID no other offices 


were voted upon because his organiza- 
tion was not informed by the slatema- 
kers whom they were considering for 
nomination. 


Objections to Hanrahan's candidacy 


stem from the fact that he is under in- 
dictment for obstruction of justice in his 
office's investigation of a police raid on 
Black Panther Party headquarters in 
which two men were killed. 


Mugalian said that most members of 


his organization are "not terribly ex- 
cited" about the rest of the Cook County 
slate. 


"We ask our people to go out and work 


for the county ticket," he said,, "but it is 
difficult to do that when they don't have 
a voice in the selection of that ticket."

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Oenr Dr. Lnmb — For the past year I 


have had dreams every night, different 
ones, but every night. I am 61 years old, 
have high blood pressure, but take medi- 
cation for the pressure. Is there any 
medical or psychological reason for 
these dreams? Can you explain them, 
please? 


Dear Rentier — It is normal to dream. 


Even people who claim they do not 
dream just are not aware of it. 


If by dreaming you are referring to 


nightmares it may well be caused by the 
medicine you are taking for your blood 
pressure. Rauwolfia, reserpine, or serpa- 
sil — all essentially the same medicine 
— and a number of medicines used in the 
treatment of high blood pressure that 
contain these drugs, are known to cause 
nightmares. 


These medicines are 
Important in 


some cases of high blood pressure but we 
know that they have undesirable side ef- 
fects, such as nightmares. 


You should be sure to tell your doctor 


about this because he will be watching 
you carefully to be certain you don't de- 
velop toxic reactions to any medicine he 
may be giving you for high blood pres- 
sure. These drugs have a powerful effect 


on the mind, and some people are more 
sensitive to them than others. 


D«ar Dr. Lamb — I read your column 


every day and certainly appreciate it. 
Would you please explain an ulcer on the 
bottom of the foot (underneath the large 
toe) that will not heal? 


My father is 71 years old and has an 


enlarged heart. Six months ago he had 
this sore on his foot and had it opened 
up. He has it treated every week and has 
a fresh bandage on it. It doesn't seem to 
heal at all. Could this be arterioscle- 
rosis? If so do you think it can be cured? 


Dear Reader — Your idea that your 


father has arteriosclerosis is probably 
right. American men in his age group 
usually have significant amounts of fatty 
deposits in the arteries, which have often 
calcified. 


The most likely cause of your father's 


enlarged heart is arteriosclerosis, too. If 
the arteries in the leg or foot are affect- 
ed with a considerable amount of dis- 
ease, wounds, sores or ulcers do not heal 
easily, if at all. The big toe is the most 
distant point from the flow of blood from 
the heart in the entire body and is espe- 
cially prone to develop an ulcer on the 
basis of poor circulation. It is possible 


that the ulcer might heal eventually, but 
if it does it will be a slow process. 


Sometimes wounds heal faster if the 


patient takes vitamin C, about 500 milli- 
grams a day is sufficient for this pur- 
pose. In these amounts it can't do any 
harm so you might try it, but don't ex- 
pect miracles.

'Fiction9 Autobiography? 


by VERNON SCOTT 


HOLLYWOOD (UPD - This is the 


fact: former singer Arlene DeMarco has 
written a book titled "Triangle." 


This is conjecture: Is or isn't the book 


autobiographical? 


The leading character is a girl in a 


singing sister act. Miss DeMarco was a 
singer in just such a group. 


The story depicts the seamy underside 


of show business, the weirdos, freaks and 
sickles who slink around the footlights, 
agency and network byways. 


Almost certainly Miss DeMarco is a 


better singer than novelist. Her book will 
not outlive Bernard Shaw or even Mickey 
Spillane. Much of its contents are vulgar, 
clinically sexual and tasteless. 


But there is a story behind the story 


according to the authoress who says 
many attempts have been made by pow- 
erful individuals in show business to sup- 
press the book. 


"I WON'T BE buried standing up," 


said Miss DeMarco, an attractive woman 
and the mother of two beautiful young 
daughters. 


"I've had physical and verbal threats 


by anonymous voices on the telephone. 
But I don't run scared. A letter went to 
the three networks to discourage them 
from having me appear on the big talk 
shows to discuss and promote my book. 


"This book isn't a vendetta. Let's just 


say I invented a guessing game." 


To those who know little about the in- 


side workings of show biz, and those who 
couldn't care, the guessing could be ex- 
ceedingly difficult. For those close to the 
picture there is almost no guessing at 
all. Miss DeMarco appears only to have 
changed a few names. 


"It's anbody's privilege to guess who 


the characters might be," she said, all 
innocence. "It makes the book more 
commercial. I wrote it to make money." 


We tend to side with the underdog, with 
the poor and oppressed. And we favor 
activitists who try to bring about social 
change, since journalists know more 
than most people that the society is in 
profound need of renovation. 


CHANCELLOR THEN adds: "At the 


same time, most journalists reject radi- 
calism and violence, simply because we 
have seen too much of it to believe that 
it can work. And, in my experience, most 
reporters don't join causes nor political 
parties, -perhaps because we are forced 
to listen to too many speeches. 


"So the group of journalists I know 


best, who cover national and inter- 
national affairs, are people of the center, 
perhaps more skeptical and pragmatic 
than the average American, but reason- 
ably close to the norm in a moderately 
liberal country." 


Chancellor says journalists are aware 


of "the hostility toward our craft" in the 


minds of many Americans, but adds that 
it's difficult to say whether this attitude 
is growing or decreasing. The world, he 
notes, is producing a lot of bad news at 
present, which, he says, makes life par- 
ticularly hard for video reporters "since 
we are the ones in the living rooms every 
night with the bad news." 


THE DIFFICULTY is increased, he 


feels, "because the television set is a 
brutal way to get the news. You can read 
a newspaper when you want to; you bave 
to take a television report when we give 
it to you. You can skip the war news in a 
newspaper and read only the comics, if 
that's your mood. 


The options on a television news pro- 


gram are to sit through the war news or 
to turn off the program." 


Things aren't going to change, says 


Chancellor, until some good news comes 
along, and he doesn't feel there's much 
of that on the horizon.

"American women are not participat- 


ing in higher education or emjoying its 
benefits to nearly the degree that they 
should," said Alan Piter, president of 
Carnegie Corporation of New York, 
recently in a speech before the Southern 
Association of Colleges and Schools. The 
reasons for this are obviously complex, 
he said, but part of the explanation may 
be found in the existence of male prej- 
udice and the "predominantly masculine 
character of higher education." 


Addressing an audience of over 4,000 


college and school administrators and 
teachers at the Association's annual 
meeting in Miami, Florida, the founda- 
tion president charged institutions of 
higher education with "intransigence, or 
at least lack of perceptiveness" in elimi- 
nating institutional policies and practices 
that discriminate against women. 


Many men, he said, are "bewildered 


by the suddenness with which the issue 
has arisen." They would "like to think 
the commotiori is all the work of a few 
troublemakers and will soon go away. 
But it is not going to go away because it 
is part of a general drive for equality of 
women that has a combination of moral 
and political force behind it." 


Pifer pointed out that -between 75 and 


90 percent of the well qualified students 
who do not go to college are women, even 
though more women than men complete 
high school. Women who do finish college 
and pursue graduate work are usually 
aiming for the traditional female occupa- 


tions of school teaching, nursing, and so- 
cial work, requiring no more than a mas- 
ter's degree. Only 11.6 percent of the 
doctorates went to women between 1960 
and 1969, said Pifer. 


To ascribe the present situation entire- 


ly to prejudice against women was 'sim- 
ply ludicrous." Many complex and possi- 
bly interrelated sets of circumstances 
and conditions help to explain the limited 
participation of women in higher educa- 
tion — some economic, some related to 
overall trends in higher education, others 
more cultural and psychological in char- 
acter, Pifer continued. 


In closing, Pifer stressed that nothing 


he said should suggest "even the sligh- 
test lack of regard for the traditional 
women'r role of child-rearing, home- 
making, and voluntary community ser- 
vice. Many women will want to choose 
this path — and should — with the high- 
est respect accorded to them by all of 
us." 


"What I have said is that women who 


have the ability and desire for careers in 
education and the professions should be 
given a fair chance to have them and 
that a fair chance, because of the ac- 
cumulated negative impact of our cultur- 
al heritage, includes active encour- 
agement and assistance to women.. It 
seems to me this issue comes down basi- 
cally to a matter of human jus- 
tice. . .until we have righted the wrong 
done to women in our society, the prom- 
ise of American democracy will remain 
unfulfilled."

Mental Health Unit Planned 


Plans for an $8 million mental health 


facility have been announced by Gov. 
Richard B. Ogilvie for a 50-acre site 
along Rte. 31, across from the Elgin 
State Hospital.

The Concerned Metropolitan Citizens 


Committee (CMCC) has warned that offi- 
cial opposition to low-income housing for 
families may endanger federal funding 
of an apartment building for the elderly 
in Des Plaines. 


In a statement received Wednesday by 


city officials the CMCC also charged offi- 
cials with adopting a policy of "racial 
and economic discrimination" and have 
asked the city council to reconsider its 
rejection Monday of low and moderate- 
income housing proposals. 


The CMCC, a Chicago area group that 


claims 30 members in Des Plaines, said 
it is "highly unlikely" that the proposed 
128-unit senior citizen aprtment building 
could get approval "in a city where the 
official political body is on record as op- 
posed to racial and economic justice." 


The city council Monday approved a 


committee recommendation to "dismiss 
and take no further action on" the 
CMCC housing proposals, because "no 
substantial fact to support" them had 
been presented by CMCC. 


At the same time, the city couricil also 


approved formation of a special housing 
commission to investigate bousing meeds 
here. 


IN ITS STATEMENT this week, the 


CMCC charged that the council's action 
in rejecting CMCC proposals has implied 
a mandate to the proposed housing com* 
misstion to "perpetuate racial and eco- 
nomic discrimination in the city's hous- 
ing policy." 


According to the CMCC statement, the 


city council committee that decided to 
reject the proposals after citing a lack of 
information, refused to allow the CMCC 
to supply that information or to speak at 
the committee's meeting Nov. 29. 


Aid. Robert Sherwood (2nd), com- 


mittee chairman, stated at the Nov. 29 
meeting that only testimony heard at a 
public hearing Nov. 11 would be consid- 
ered in the committee recommendation. 
He refused to allow submission of addi- 
tional testimony at the committee meet- 
ing. 


"Aside from the fact that it is unusual 


for a political body to turn down a 
serious proposal for lack of information 
when that information is readily avail- 
able, the action taken by the city council 
'has the potential for far-reaching impli- 
cations that must be given consid- 
eration," the CMCC said. 


In denying proposals asking for racial 


and economic justice, the City has said 
"its housing policy will be one of racial 


and economic discrimination," according 
to CMCC. 


The City of Des Plaines has an open 


housing ordinance and a real estate bro- 
kers* review board charged with enforc- 
ing that law. The board, however, has 
not heard any charges of discrimination 
against local real estate dealers since its 
members were appointed last year. 


The 1970 U.S. Census reports 47 blacks 


living within the city limits. Many of the 
47 live at Maryville Academy, 1150 N. 
River Rd. 


THE REJECTED CMCC proposals 


asked for zoning changes to encourage 
low-rise, low and moderate-income hous- 
ing on scattered sites in the city. It also 
asked for adoption of city policies seek- 
ing federal funds for housing and in- 
volving minority groups in planning. 


"While at first glance the appointment 


of the Des Plaines Housing Commission 
may seem to some observers to be a step 
toward, it also appears that the commis- 
sion may have a mandate... to perpetu- 
ate racial and economic discrimination 
in 'the city's housing policy," the CMCC 
stated. 


Sherwood recommended creation of a 


commission of local experts and other

new commission, rather than furthering 
creation of the new senior citizen housing 
may "preside ot its funeral." 


"It seems highly unlikely that federal 


housing funds will be used to assist the 
construction of housing in a city where 
the official political body is on record as 
opposed to racial and economic justice 
and where any future housing devel- 
opment will, in fact, be used to perpetu- 
ate discrimination," the CMCC stated.

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State-Run Hunting Big Success 


The name of the game Is hunting. 


Pheasant hunting in this case. The Illi- 
nois Department of Conservation man- 
ages seven put-and-take public hunting 
areas in the state for pheasant hunters. 


Each year approximately 53,000 cock 


and hen pheasants are released on these 
areas for the benefit of Illinois sports- 
men. Last year, 38.679 pheasants were 
bagged by 24.413 hunters during the sea- 
son. 


The birds are hatched at the Glen D. 


Palmer Game Farm near Yorkville, and 
at the ripe old age of one day they are 
moved to brooders at the Wilmington 
Game Farm, Will County. When they 
reach the 64o-8-week-old age, some are 
moved to the Mt. Vernon game farm and 
Green Biver. 


From these areas the birds are ma- 


tured, and are taken to the public hunt- 
ing areas as the season begins. 


"The number of birds we release each 


day on the areas varies," said Ed Fitzge- 
rald, who manages the areas for the Di- 
vision of Wildlife Resources. "The size of 
the shooting area and the number of 
hunters we anticipate are taken into con- 
sideration, as are the number of birds we 
have." 


The seven state-managed areas are 


Carlyle 
Lake, 
Chain O'Lakes, Des 


Plaines. Green River. Iroquois County, 
Richland County and Shelby County. 


"BASICALLY 
THESE 
areas 
are 


serving a dual purpose in Illinois," Fitz- 
gerald said. "They provide urban hunt- 
ers with a place to hunt, they give Illi- 
nois hunters the opportunity to hunt 
pheasants, even though they might not 
live in the pheasant range.1' 


This year the permit season began 


Nov. 13 and ended Dec. 5. Hunters with 
permits are admitted to the check station 
where they are given shooting instruc- 
tions. The hunter's license is taken and 
he pays a fee of $5. The license is re- 
turned at the conclusion of the hunt. A 
cloth patch is worn while the hunter is in 
the field, which lets law enforcement of- 
ficers know he is a paid hunter. 


After hunters with permits are checked 


in. a limited number of sportsmen with 
no advance permits are "allowed in. The 
number varies as to how many persons 
with permits are in. how large the area- 
is, and how many birds were released 
the day before.

Youth Centers 


Need New Look 


Beginning tonight, Elk Grove 


Village will try again to make a 
teen center work for its young 
people. 


Scheduled to be open each Fri- 


day night from 7:30 to 11, the cen- 
ter effort will be a joint project of 
the village's police department, 
park district, Council of Churches 
and Community Service agency. 


We wish them luck. Judging by 


the success of teen center efforts in 
other Northwest suburbs — and 
Elk Grove Village itself — they'll 
need it. 


There is, good reason to hope that 


this time the teen center effort will 
work in Elk Grove Village, with 
past failure inspiring the new coop- 
erative approach and an expanded, 
diversified prorgram that'll in- 
clude a coffee house and music 
room. 


But the specter of what's hap- 


pened to teen centers in the sub- 
urbs in the past is a grim one. 


In Elk Grove Village, it's the sec- 


ond try. The village's park district 
teen center, opened in January of 
1969. closed to teens in August be- 
cause of lack of interest. 


Mount Prospect is wrestling over 


what to do with its teen center, 
troubled by apathy and vandalism. 


The same two problems are be- 


deviling the program in Rolling 
Meadows, and in Hoffman Estates 
disinterest finished off a teen cen- 
ter. 


The Outpost, the Palatine Town- 


ship Youth Committee's center, 
also closed, with its landlord refus- 
ing to renew the building lease be- 
cause of pressure against the kind 
of teens hanging out there. 


The story 3s similar in Arlington 


Heights: a park district-operated 
center opened in October of 1970 
continues to fight the apathy prob- 
lem. 


Whether it is teens not taking 


part, or vandalism and rowdyism 
by the teens who do attend, teon 
centers have not been a successful 
e x p e r i m e n t in these suburbs. 


There's an irony in that, because 
of the traditional suburban teen 
lament that there's nothing to do 
and nowhere to do it. 


So the obvious question arises: is 


it worth the effort at all? 


The best answer is one that 


seems almost self-contradictory: 
yes, if the centers can be made to 
work. 


There assuredly is a need for 


s u b u r b a n teens to have a 
recreational and social outlet. The 
problem is the formula. 


Programs can't be planned whol- 


ly by adults, or by adults with the 
cooperation of a minority of teen 
viewpoints. 


To have even the 
slightest 


chance of succeeding, information 
on the kind of center and kind of 
programs desirable must be fed in 
from a broad cross-section of 
teens. And there must be good "po- 
licing" of the program, by teens 
and adults. 


Happily, there is an example in 


the suburbs of a program that has 
worked, and very successfully — 
even after a rocky start. 


It's "A Place For People" in Des 


Plaines, which started in a church 
basement and now — in new quar- 
ters — has 550 to 600 teens regu- 
larly participating. 


Its main reasons for success, ac- 


cording to Rev. David Russell, the 
center director, were getting trust 
and confidence in the beginning, 
and getting teens truly involved. 


Starting in a church basement 


helped set a stable atmosphere, 
but, as Rev. Russell put it, "we 
didn't take any messing around." 


Beyond that, teens were involved 


in programs to raise their own 
m o n e y , including concerts, a 
marathon volleyball game and a 
steak and lobster dinner dance. 


The center is open every night, 


with programs including dances, 
coffee houses, yoga and art classes 
and various workshops. 


It works in Des Plaines. That's 


the main lesson for other commu- 
nities.

Galbraith 's 'Nixonomics' 


by RAY CROMLEY 


Are President Nixon's Phase I and II 


direct steals from two books by John 
Kenneth Galbraith? 


Some prominent economists say so, 


though not for publication. Galbraith, 
himself, when phoned, refused to answer 
the question. To respond truthfully, he 
said, would be immodest. But he did sug- 
gest that this reporter read chapter five 
of his book, "A Contemporary Guide to 
Economics, Peace and Laughter." His 
secretary thoughtfully sent a copy. 


On pages 97 and 98 Galbraith writes 


" . . . the best plan is a modification of 
one offered by Robert Roosa, former Un- 
dersecretary of the Treasury under Ken- 
nedy . . . He would begin by freezing all 
prices and wages for six months. This 
would break the structure of inflationary 
expectations and assure the unions that 
they could bargain on the assumption of 
stable living costs. During this six- 
month period there would be active con- 
sultation with corporations and unions to 
work out a more durable system of re- 
straint Steps would also have to be tak- 
en to iron out gross inequalities — as for 
example between unions that had just 
won a new contract and those that were 
at the end of an old one ..." 


So much for Phase I and the prelimi- 


naries of Phase II, though Galbraith does 
not mention these terms Then apparent- 
ly on his own, Galbraith writes: 


"Only prices that are so set (not by the 


free play of the market) need to 
be ... 
controlled. Prices of farm prod-

ucts, of most services and products of 
small manufacturers are still subject to 
market influences, here prices are still 
set by the market, general measures to 
restrict demand still work — or they do 
as much as can be done . . . one does 
not need to interfere with the market 
where the market still governs . . . 
" . . if the controls are confined to 


the unions and to the corporations with 
market power, as here proposed, the ad- 
ministrative structure need not be vast. 
Dealings will be with only a few hundred 
unions and a few thousand firms and for 
the latter it is sufficient to specify the 
limits within which average as distinct 
f r o m i n d i v i d u a l prices may be 
moved . . ." 


In an earlier book, "A Theory of Price 


Control," written in 1952, Galbraith 
wrote: 


"In an ideal model of inflation control 


when the requisite restraint is being kept 


on demand, price controls would be con- 
fined to imperfect markets (in which 
competition does not control) where 
prices are administratively determined. 
Wage controls would be confined to those 
wages that are set by collective bargain- 
ing with effective unions . . . 


"The foregoing means, in practical 


terms, that the steel, automotive, elec- 
trical, chemical and like industries would 
be under price control, as would the 
wages of the unions with which those in- 
dustries deal. In this part of the econo- 
my, firms have undoubted discretion to 
move their prices. And such movements 
are made in response to the cost-shoving 
effect of wage increases .. ." 


Too much should not be made of these 


coincidences. "Galbraith has, of course, 
gotten a number of his ideas from other 
men. Roosa for one, and from the gov- 
ernment's price and wage control experi- 
ence during World War II and Korea. 


It will be noted also that Nixon has 


made exemptions in some areas where 
Galbraith in 1952 said no official would 
dare make exemptions — in agricultural 
products, for example. For Galbraith 
wrote in 1952 " . . . Union leadership in 
the United States undoubtedly has a high 
level of economic literacy, but it would 
be a taxing job to explain to labor why 
wages must be fixed while agricultural 
prices are susceptible to control by in- 
direct means . . ." 


So it may be that Nixon and Galbraith 


independently drank from the same 
sources and the same experiences.

Decision On Tax Exemption Blasted 


About a century and a half ago Robert 


Southey, an English poet laureate, criti- 
cizing the administering of justice, 
wrote: "While actions are always to be 
judged by the immutable standard of 
right and wrong, the judgment we pass 
upon men must be qualified by consid- 
erations of age, country, station, and oth- 
er accidental circumstances: and it will 
then be found that he who is most chari- 
table in his judgment is generally the 
least unjust." 


It is regrettable that the senior citizens 


of this area cannot consider Chicago Cir- 
cuit Court Judge Daniel Covelli's deci- 
sion as charitable, and therefore we 
think it is unjust. 


I am referring to the news- article pub- 


lished in the Mount Prospect Herald 
Nov. 22, in which it was reported that the 
judge had issued an injunction barring 


the tax reductions for homeowners 65 or 
older. This tax reduction for the elderly 
homeowners, known as the "homestead 
exemption," was passed by the Illinois 
General Assembly and enacted into law 
by the signature of the governor — with 
all intentions to lighten the financial bur- 
den of elderly homeowners 


Obviously, the judge, handing down 


this decision, did not take into consid- 
eration the age, station and other trying 
circumstances that so heavily burden the 
daily existence of many elderly in this 
rich land of ours. No, the judge simply 
guided himself by the existing letter of 
the law in arriving at his decision. 


What makes this ruling so hurting to 


the elderly is the fact that the good will 
of their elected representatives, who 
voted for this small financial relief was 
brushed aside by the pronouncement of

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New Processes For Pollution Control 


by DEAN C. MILLER 


NEW YORK (UPI) - There's nothing 


wrong with the country that a more rea- 
listic economic mood wouldn't cure, ac- 
cording to two respected economists. 


Leif Olsen, chief economist and senior 


vice president at First National City of 
New York, the country's second biggest 
bank, and George Hagedorn, chief econo- 
mist and vice president of the National 
Association of Manufacturers, agree that 
corporate and investor minds just 
haven't caught up psychologically with 
the economic indicators. 


Most of us believe that the men who 


control production, expansion and in- 
vestments have quick, steady fingers on 
every economic pulse beat. They're sup- 
posed to be chilly pragmatists with un- 
canny feelings for market and financial 
trends. 


Not so, say Olsen and Hagedorn. 
THE BUSINESS community, they say, 


traditionally lags behind upturns and 
downturns, just as you and I. When 
things are booming, corporate brains re- 
fuse to believe danger signs until they 
translate into lower profits and consum- 
er resistance. When things are in a down 
period, as over the last two years, they 
ignore positive economic indicators until 
the cash registers start jingling. 


Both men agree there still are uncer- 


tainties in the business-financial picture: 
where Phase II is heading, the tax bill in 
Congress, the international currency 
squabble, the India-Pakistan war, contin- 
ued high unemployment. 


"But for the most part 1971 has been a 


good year in terms of coming out of a 
recession," Olsen said at a recent news 
briefing. "Inflation seems to be coming 
under control. The Gross National Prod- 
uct is expanding as predicted. More 
people are working now than ever be- 
fons. Personal income is high. Corporate 
profits are relatively strong." 


THE ONLY real surprise in 1971, said 


Olsen, was the nation's refusal to believe 
it was coming out of the doldrums. 
"They were more cheerful in a year the 
Penn Central was going bankrupt and in- 
flation was tripling than today," he 
noted. 


Olsen predicted steady growth in 1972 


with the GNP adding about 10 per cent, 
personal income climbing and corporate 
profits increasing in the 15 per cent 
range. And he saw the possibility of a 
"real surge" in 1973. 


Hagedorn also was optimistic. "Al- 


though economic moods lag behind eco- 
nomic events, they do eventually catch 
up," he said. He predicted that the coun- 
try will see an expansionary psychology 
taking over from the present prevailing 
feeling of doubt and hesitation in the 
coming months. 


The NAM economist even saw some 


good coming out of the public's slowness 
in changing its mood. 


"If some admixture of doubt and hesi- 


tation remains as confidence improves," 
said Hagedorn, "it will help keep the na- 
tional effort at wage-price stabilization 
viable. An abrupt conversion to a boom 
psychology would make that impos- 
sible."

Commerce Executive Urges 
Price Guide Cooperation 


Businessmen who pay attention to the 


economic laws of supply and demand 
should not have any problems with the 
Price Commission guidelines," according 
to Gerald M. Marks, Chicago director of 
the U. S. Department of Commerce. 


In a recent message to Chamber of 


Commerce and Trade Association Execu- 
tives in Chicago, Marks asked them to 
survey their membership for companies 
who are holding or reducing prices to 
counter the impression that prices are 
only being raised. 


"With attention directed to those com- 


panies who appear to have exceeded the 
puce and pay guidelines," Marks said, 
"such negative publicity might give 
those who are cooperating the feeling 
they are alone in trying to make the con- 
trol program meaningful and effective. 


"Beyond the wage and pay guidelines, 


it is what the private sector does that 
will determine success of the program," 


said Marks. "Ordinarily when demand is 
low and the supply is adequate as it is 
now, the basic laws of economics in the 
absence of inflationary expectations dic- 
tate price stability of price reductions." 


Factories are operating at 73 per cent 


of capacity and there is little shortage of 
supply, according to Marks. Record 
numbers in the job force and the high 
rate of consumer savings indicate that 
there is a great potential demand for 
goods, he said, adding that the govern- 
ment seeks to stimulate this demand in a 
non-inflationary manner. 


"It is important to avoid confusing the 


Pay Board and Price Commission and 
guidelines with government efforts to 
stimulate sales demand," he said. 
"Phase II guidelines are aimed at reduc- 
ing the expectation of inflation. It is the 
new tax bill and the international mone- 
tary poljcies that represent government 
efforts to stimulate demand/'

It's easy enough to figure the tax sav- 


ing, if you're a user of the standard de- 
duction — tax brackets and percentage 
rates being the same as for last year. 
The deduction has been increased from 
13 per cent of taxable income, with a top 
limit of $1,500, to 15 per cent, with a ceil- 
ing of $2,000. 


THUS THE deduction for a family re- 


porting income of $9,000 increases from 
$1,170 to $1,350. 


In addition to that change, the personal 


exemption — one for the taxpayer, one 
for each dependent — is raised from $650 
to $675.

changes on five levels of income for a 
family of three:

The reduction in tax payment amounts 


to 5 to 6 per cent. It's a little larger for 
those with more children — 6 to 7 per 
cent, at these income levels, for the fam- 
ily of four. 


How much of that saving you'll get to 


keep depends on where you stand in rela- 
tion to the new "base" for the Social Se- 
curity deduction of 5.2 per cent. The base 
goes up in '72 from $7,800 to $9,000. Thus 
the $8,000-a-year family will pay only 
$10.40 more for the year, but everyone 
earning $9,000 or more will have the 
maximum deducted — $468. 


THAT'S S62.40 more than the max- 


imum deduction this year, so all families 
with an income of $9,000 or more can 
subtract that figure from the amount of 
tax saving, and what's left — if anything 
— is the increase in take-home pay for 
the year. 


Right at the $9,000 level it comes out as 


minus $6.40. For others in the table 
above, the increase in spendable income 
for 1972 ranges from $6.60 to $42.60. 


This won't enable many families to go 


on wild spending sprees — though at 
least some mild sprees are presumably 
being counted on. The tax reductions, ac- 
cording to the experts, are supposed to 
befriend the economy by encouraging 
consumer spending, which In turn would 
stimulate production and sales.

see new equipment and techniques." 


Frasier says that big city doctors and 


hospitals administrators are constantly 
visited by salesmen and go to con- 
ventions, thus are exposed to the most 
modern devices in the field But small 
town medical people aie off the sales- 
men's routes and they usually haven't 
the time or the money to go to con- 
ventions. 


Thus, the van was conceived as a way 


to take Dallons' equipment everywhere 
It is, obviously, designed primarily as a 
sales tool, but it does more than that. 


Inside the van is an actual, working 


coronary care unit. It has a built-in mm- 
iature hospital bed and monitoring equip- 
ment and it is totally operational It even 
has a patient, a medical manmkin 
they've designed so the heart and lungs 
are exposed. 


"They can see her taken care of inter- 


nally, Frasier says. 


It is the somewhat macabre hope of 


Frasier and his team that, as they trav- 
el, they will occasionally be confronted 
by the real thing — an actual heart at- 
tack victim. The van is so operational 
that it can save lives, and they hope this 
happens so they can demonstrate their 
equipment in an actual case. 


DALLONS ALSO makes coronary care 


ambulances — one is being built now for 
Taiwan — and units which can be in- 
stalled in existing ambulances. Since 
time is of the essence in saving coronary 
attack victims, it's faster to take the 
equipment to the patient than send an 
ambulance to bring him in to the hospi- 
tal. 


Perhaps because of that experience, 


the company is mobile-minded. So the 
new van is an outgrowth of that philoso- 
phy. 


It is built from a 30-foot Travco van. 


Starting with that shell, they installed a 
complete patient's room and outside con- 
sole which monitors the patient. The van 
is air conditioned, heated, carpeted and 
wood paneled. Total cost, Frasier says, 
is between $50,000 and $60,000. 


In most cases, it will visit hospitals 


and clinics and not be open to the public, 
but only to the institution personnel 
However, if some of the ports of call 
choose to let the public in, Frasier is per- 
fectly willing

Take a closer look at what you're 


hanging on your tree this year. Notice 
any style changes? 


While the German tradition of trim- 


ming Christmas trees has never faltered, 
surviving through centuries, • decorating 
ideas do change from year to year. 


There is such a thing as a fashionable 


Christmas tree and this year's "with it" 
tannenbaum is sporting a handcrafted in- 
dividualized look. 


Martin Luther, so we've been told, was 


the first to add candles to his Christmas 
fir. Shiny apples, nuts and other fruits 
constituted other early articles of adorn- 
ment. 


During the 18th and 19th centuries the 


holiday custom of decorated and lighted 
Christmas trees gradually spread across 
Europe and over to this country via Ger- 
man immigrants. 


TECHNOLOGICAL changes were im- 


minent. Electric bulbs replaced candles. 
Inexpensive glass ornaments came next, 
annually flooding the Christmas market. 


Yet with the current popular pre- 


occupation of reminiscing about the past 
and reviving ancient crafts, the empha- 
sis is toward restoring the old-fashioned 
Christmases . . . away from breakable 
ornaments and mass-produced tinsel. 


Stringing popcorn and cranberries has 


again become fun instead of tedious. 


And while some families are merely 


adding to their collection of decorations, 
others are completely re-doing their 
trees this year by limiting their orna- 
mentation to homemade articles, wheth- 
er it be just Christmas cookies or more 
elaborate handcrafted items. 


Renewed interest has kindled in baked 


clay ornaments. 


MRS. ROBERT BRUHN of Wheeling 


whipped up a batch to sell at a holiday 
open house held recently by the Commu- 
nity Arts League of Wheeling and Buffalo 
Grove. She refers to her doll creations as 
salt sculptures. 


Mrs. Bruhn's recipe calls for four cups 


of flour, one cup of salt and one and a 
half cups of water. The dough is rolled, 
out and formed into shapes either by 
hand or with cookie cutters. 


After baking in a 300-degree oven for 


minutes, the ornaments are,ready to be 
painted and hung on the tree. They have 
the advantage over cookies of being able 
to be stored. But remember, although 
they may look appetizing, they are ined- 
ible. 


Other homemade decorations can be 


easily constructed with leftover cotton 
remnants from summer. Cut into ani- 
mal shapes, they are made three-dimen- 
sional with cotton stuffing. Sequins and 
rickrack add finishing decorative touch- 


es. Hang-loops for ornaments can be 
made from four strands of cotton thread. 


PATTERNS FOR knitted 
ornaments 


are now available and other original dec- 
orations can be created from straw, 
pieces of felt, chips of wood, or just pa- 
per and glue. Rather than actual skill, 
it's enough leisure time and imagination 
that really count. 


And because time has a habit of run- 


ning out at Christmas, area stores are 
stocked to accommodate every kind of 
holiday need ... including imported and 
handcrafted unusual ornaments. But, of 
course, you'll end up paying a little bit 
more than if you make them yourself.

It was what is called in 
the trarfe a "bride's basket," a beruffled, 
fluted bowl supported by a silver stan- 
dard. 


I asked the dealer what glass it was 


and she said. "Martinsville of Indiana." 
Questioned further, she admitted she 
didn't know anything more about it, but 
that this bowl was the third piece she 
had had in her 40 years In business. She 
knew it was old. and the three pieces she 
had seen had all been bowls, of various 
sizes. 


I queried several other dealer friends 


at the show. One thought it was "New 
MartinsviMe"; another that it was made 
in Virginia. 


THAT EVENING, I told my husband 


about it, and how much I would like to 
have it for my birthday. He asked the 
price, and after I revived him, agreed to 
buy it for me as a combination birthday- 
Christmas-Mothers' Day, Groundhog and 
Arbor Day gift. 


Then began the Great Search, which 


took me (by mail) to seven states and 
over a period of several months. I wrote 
to the Chambers of Commerce of any 
towns I could find east of the Mississippi 
(for glass factories were concentrated in 
tiie East) named "Martinsville" or "New 
Martinsville." I asked if there was or 
ever had been a glass factory in that 
town. 


Finally, many letters later, I heard 


from the Viking Glass Co. in New Mar- 
tinsville.

To the library I went 
and-finally found the complete answer to 
my mystery glass. 


IT WAS MADE at the former Viking 


Company and only in the shape of bowls. 
It was called "New Martinsville peach- 
blow" or "New Martinsville sunburst," 
both names equally descriptive, about 
the turn of the century by a closely 
guarded secret process and only for a 
short time. The formula supposedly died 
with its inventor, one of the workmen at 
the old company. 


The magazine was issued in 1961, and 


the prices quoted even then were well in 
line with what I had paid, so I felt justi- 
fied in making a rather impetuous pur- 
chase. I have since been offered twice 
the price. "Sell!" urged by husband, but 
I keep reminding him, antiques increase 
in value 10 per cent a year, or so they 
say. (Actually, he wouldn't think of sell- 
ing it — he thinks he invented it!) 


An interesting sidelight to the search is 


that the Viking Company, as a result of 
my inquiries, became interested in the 
old glass and started a collection of its 
own, which is housed in a glass-fronted 
cabinet in the front office of the factory.

Revel begins: "The revolution of the 


Twentieth Century will take place in the 
United States. It is only there that it can 
happen. And it has already begun." 


A French journalist and columnist, he 


is not necessarily talking about political 
revolution. He is talking about a revolu- 
tion of reform-of women, youth, sex, 
race, ecology and peace. He speaks of a 
multidimensional reshaping of society on 
a worldwide scale. 


The source of Bevel's "world revolu- 


tion" is his most startling point. Elimi- 
nating other nations for being too rigid 
and authoritarian, he sees the United 
States as the sole spot of conception. 


He sees America "oriented toward the 


future rather than towards the past" and 
"undergoing a revolution in behavioral 
standards and in the affirmation of indi- 
vidual freedom and equality." By reject- 
ing authoritarian control, creative in- 
itiative has multiplied "especially in art, 
life style and sense experience..." 


As McLahan explained today's commu- 


nications "revolution," so Revel explains 
the social "revolution." And he knocks 
down a few sacred cows in the process. 
Out of chaos has come a theory. One 
should be grateful to this journalist from 
the "laud of reason" for such a provoca- 
tive thesis.

The "me" in the title, obviously, is 


Miss Monti. Rice, who has written anoth- 
er dozen books, helped her assemble her 
thoughts, reminiscences and notes. 


Miss Monti was Fields' "little bird of 


rrare plumage," his "ripe little peach," 
his resident "pulchritude" — his mis- 
tress for the last 14 yeaers of his life, 
from 1932 to 1946. 


Miss Monti's tales are understandably 


written from a scoundrel-to-others-but-al- 
ways-kind-to-me angle, liberally coated 
with some love frosting. But they none- 
theless give an interesting view of the 
inuomparable Fields, from the trim, 
blond, blue-eyed star of 1932 to the bulb- 
nosed paunch who has become the center 
of a cult. 


The book is drenched with anecdotes — 


some legendary, many newly revealed- 
from his oft-told table tennis game with 
Humphrey Bogart to his pre-Carlotta 
drive with agent Bill Grady and current 
flame "Putsie" to film "It's The Old 
Army Game" in Florida. 


The book never will rank among liter- 


ary treasures, but it's a must for Fields 
buffs and for anyone who can use a 
couple of hundred pages of chuckles, 
laughs and guffaws. That should give it 
wide appeal.

Is He Token 
Or Triumph? 


by DICK KLEINER 


HOLLYWOOD — (NBA) — Every once 


In awhile. Mark Warren wonders about 
himself We all have our moments of 
self-doubt, but with Warren this is a two- 
pronged question. 


Warren is the director of NBC's 


"Laugh-In." He's also a black man, 
making him the only black who is direc- 
tor of a major television series. 


"1 constantly ask myself 'Why?'," he 


says "I can't help wondering whether it 
is tokenism " 


Frequently, he Is asked, by young 


blacks, how they can get into the busi- 
ness, how they can become directors. 
This helps Warren answer his own 
doubts, because as he answers them, he 
learns something about himself. 


"1 tell them," he says, "that you have 


to pay your dues, and I paid mine I tell 
them I've been in the business 14 years, 
which isn't a lifetime, but it's still a few 
years. 


"I tell them that they have to work 


and learn I tell them that they can't just 
go in and demand jobs, that they have to 
be prepared for those jobs first." 


WARREN'S OWN LIFE is a saga of 


work, preparation, a few breaks and the 
ability to capitalize on those breaks. 


He was born in Frankfort, Ky., where 


his father was — and still is — a kind of 
superintendent at a private home for 
mentally retarded children. He describes 
his childhood as a happy one; the War- 
rens had a -nice home, far removed from 
Frankfort's black ghetto. 


In summers, as a boy, he took care of 


University but found that physics was re- 
quired, and since his high school hadn't 
offered physics, he couldn't get in 


INSTEAD HE JOINED the Air Force. 


He serve in Tennessee — "which wasn't 
much fun" — and then came his first big 
break He was assigned to Ottawa, Cana-

He began doing a radio disc jockey 


show on US jazz in Ottawa Then he 
was asked to jom a group planning to 
start Ottawa's first TV station

It was a small station with a small 


staff, so everybody did everything, which 
is a great way to learn He produced and 
directed and even performed on camera. 
He was in Ottawa five years, then moved 
to Toronto for six years, doing bigger 
and bigger things for the Canadian 
Broadcasting Corp 


Canada was his home He married 


there — to his high school sweetheart — 


and two of his three children were born 
there He loves Canada and plans to re- 
tire there some day 


ONE OF HIS JOBS in Canada was 


directing a special which starred Sammy 
Davis Jr Another big break. Davis went 
back to Hollywood, did a "Laugh-In," 
and mentioned to producer 
George 


Schlatter about the brilliant young direc- 
rector he met in Toronto 


Schlatter brought Warren down to di- 


rect a special, "Soul," and he stayed and 
did other things until, three years ago, 
he became "Laugh-In's" director on a 
full-time basis 


He says he has encountered no prej- 


udice here, just a few raised eyebrows. 
He remembers, with obvious relish, the 
time Bmg Crosby was on the show War- 
ren was in the control booth, just a voice 
over the loudspeaker to Crosby. After the 
show, Warren came down and introduced 
himself 


"Bing's surprised 
expression," he 


says, "is something I'll treasure for- 
ever "

A Hex On Hexachlorophene?

WASHINGTON (UPI) - A chemical 


widely used for years in baby soaps may 
cause brain damage, according to Food 
and Drug Administration (FDA) 


Furthermore, the FDA said, the chem- 


ical — hesachlorophene — fails to deliv- 
er on many of the claims made for it 


Perhaps the best known hexachloro- 


phene product is PhlsoHex, introduced 
more than 20 years ago as a surgical 
scrub and widely used also for bathing 
babies in hospitals and homes. 


In a bulletin mailed to 600,000 doctors 


today, the FDA cited a new study by 
PhisoHex's manufacturer, Winthrop Lab- 
oratories Division of Sterling Drug Inc, 
in which newborn monkeys washed daily 
with the solution absorbed hesacholo- 
phene into their blood and suffered brain 
damage 


ANOTHER STUDY showed similar

blood absorption and brain damage in 
rats, the FDA said, and a third showed 
lesser but measurable hexacholophene 
levels in the blood of 50 newborn babies 
who were bathed with it The monkeys 
and rats were killed so their brains could 
be studied The babies, of course, were 
not, and the FDA said "no obvious toxic 
symptoms were noted in the newborns." 


The FDA warned against bathing with 


hexacholorphene and proposed this warn- 
ing label for products containing it 


"Warnings 
"Do not use for total body bathing. 
"Rinse thoroughly after use " 
The action pertained only to products 


with 3 per cent or moie hexachloro- 
phene, including PhisoHex and Game- 
phen surgical cuke soap. 


A Winthrop Laboi atones spokesman 


took exception to the FDA warning "In 
more than 20 years of use and tens of 
millions of cases there has never been a 
single report of harm from PhisoHex 
when used as directed," the spokesman 
said.

NEW YORK (UPD — Two and one- 


half billion. Count 'em. That's the num- 
ber of Christmas cards Americans will 
exchange this year. 


Three of every four will carry a reli- 


gious theme, and after that, it's a mixed 
bag of tastes with the mod cards moving 
rapidly tip in popularity. 


The wird comes from Harry J. Cooper, 


executive director, the National Associ- 
ation of Greeting Card Publishers. Coop- 
er says that popularity of religious greet- 
ings persists despite recent articles in 
national magazines giving a pessimistic 
view of religion in America.

Author Ayn Rand 
Alive, Busy But 
Not Too Visible 


NEW YORK (UPI)-Her bulky novels 


proclaiming "Money is the root of all 
good" and her quotables quotes—"I pre- 
fer the dollar sign to the cross as a sym- 
bol" — made Ayn Rand a storm center 
of intellectual controversy in the 1940s 
and 1950s. She was lionized in con- 
servative salons and castigated by critics 
whom she described as "so-called liberal 
or leftist people who have a stranglehold 
on the dissemination of opinion." 


Miss Rand left her native Russia at the 


age of 21. As a Jew and a believer in 
'laissez fairs' capitalism, she had chafed 
under the restrictions of communism and 
felt much more at home in the star-eat- 
star atmosphere of Hollywood. There she 
soon rose from extra to screenwriter and 
acquired a handsome actor husband, 
Frank O'Connor. 


Her first novels were coolly received, 


but "The Fountainhead" 1943 put her on 
the literary map. "Atlas Shrugged" 
(1957), whose hero "robs the thieving 
poor and gives back to the productive 
rich" made her a national personaltiy 
much in demand on the campus lecture 
circuit. In the 1960s she poured out a 
stream of nonfietion titles such as "The 
Virtue of Selfishness" and "Capitalism, 
the Unknown Idea." 


Where is Miss Rand now? She lives in 


a Manhattan apartment near her Murray 
Hill office where she "keeps a busy 
schedule, too busy to accept many In- 
vitations for public appearances" accord- 
ing to an associate. 


Actually this 66-year-old, handsome 


woman lives a rather shadowy existence, 
seeing only her disciples and commu- 
nicating with the world by means of a 
forthuightly publication, the Ayn Rand 
Letter. It costs subscribers $36 a year to 
obtain her elitist views on world affairs.

on the front and on the inside the mes- 
sage: "Hope you been good . . . 'cause 
here comes de judge.

exceptions.

ceptions bear heavily on women. 


Miss Flexner says the reasons for 


women's rights being unfinished business 
are many and complex but she concludes 
on an optimistic note that the family unit 
could flower anew as we become more 
oriented to concern with "the wider com- 
munity" than with our private interests. 


"Especially for women, this might 


mean that living, being a human being, 
could be not just challenging and reward- 
ing, but fun...

ALEX KAHRAS went out of pro foot- 


ball in style — in his own inimitable 
style. 


"They call you up and tell you you're 


through, somebody else has your job," 
said Karras last September, embittered 
by his release by the Detroit Lions after 
a dozen seasons of employment, in- 
cluding four years as an all-pro defensive 
tackle. 


"This happens in the National Football 


League. When I first came up, this same 
club did the same thing to a player by 
the name of Bobby Layne." 


The Lions had dropped subtle hints to 


Karras. the guest speaker at the second 
Paddock Publications Sports Club lunch- 


eon nest Monday at Old Orchard Country 
Club. They tried to encourage him to re- 
tire and concentrate all his efforts on his 
burgeoning show business career. At 36, 
they said, he no longer had his old mobil- 
ity on .a knee that deprived him of his 
quickness. 


Last season, Karras, playing with a 


bum knee, managed to get to the passer 
only once. He had a fair preseason this 
year but was outstanding in a final game 
with Philadelphia. He honestly didn't ex- 
pect to get dropped from the roster. 


Lion coach Joe Schmidt telephoned 


Karras just as he was about to go on the 
Johnny Carson Show on Sept. 13 and in- 
formed him he was cut. The Lions 
agreed to pay Karras the remaining 
$70,000 he has due on the final two years 
of the seven-year contract he signed in 
1966. 


At first, Alex was kicking around the 


idea of hooking up with anc ?r profes- 
sional team. Washington's George Allen 
showed some interest but Alex didn't. 


"It'd be ridiculous for me to go with 


Washington," Karras said. "1 get paid 
anyway. If I thought they would do any- 
thing, it'd be different. But with Sonny 
Jurgensen out.. .I've played without a 
quarterback all my career. I don't want 
to go there and lose again." 


Alex may wonder today if he made the 


right choice. Washington has been the 
talk of pro football. 


Karras also expressed some interest in 


the Rams but changed his mind. He told 
the Rams on Sept. 16 to forget him and 
declined offers from the Dolphins and 
Colts. He said no to some outstanding 
teams. 


"I just don't feel like 1 can do 100 per 


cent," he said. "Mentally, they killed me 
in Detroit. I'm going to pack it in. If the 
Lions wanted to get me, they did. 


"I wanted to win it in Detroit.- Winning 


it elsewhere wouldn't have been any 
thrill to me." 


Alex Karras was not * typical per- 


former in that defensive front four. He 
was probably the most unique defensive 
tackle who ever played the game with 
his little steps and feints and moves, oc- 
casionally broken tip -by a dingle, pow- 
erful straightaway charge, 


The better offennive guard* aren't real- 


ly bothered by the matchup* with the 


forearm-swinging 280-pmindcrs, "the fat 
slobs" as Jerry Kramer of Green Bay 
liked to call them. Their nemeses are the 
toe dancers, the Alex Karras types. Alex 
was small for a defensive tackle at 6-2, 
250 but his weapons were intelligence 
and a weird assortment of moves devel- 
oped from years of learning. 


"I made the decision for the good of 


the football team," said the Lions' 
Schmidt when he cut Karras. "Alex 
doesn't have any more pass rush and he 
doesn't have any more pursuit. I talked 
to him before training camp and told 
him I'd have to judge him like anyone 
else. I said at that time if he retires, he'd 
be paid in full for the next two years." 


That was last September. 
Karras hasn't played a professional 


football game for three months, but he's 
still making news. He appears in com- 
mercials and television shows. He's out- 
spoken on many subjects. He talks about 
drugs in sports. He continues to blast 
Detroit's Schmidt in his newspaper col- 
umn. Nothing escapes the wit and wis- 
dom of Alex Karras. 


"Bart Starr is a typical All-America 


boy and I don't like to knock an All- 
America boy," he wrote in a recent col- 
umn. "I think it's great that Starr 
doesn't smoke or drink and goes to 
church on Sundays and occasionally in 
the middle of the week. 


"Bart is the only quarterback that I've 


knocked down that I would feel sorry for 
because he would say to me something 
like, 'Golly, Alex, you certainly hurt me 
on that play.' He talked like that." 


"With Green Bay, you had to watch 


guys like Jerry Kramer, who used to be 
an all-time great offensive guard. Of 
course, I didn't realize that until I read 
his book." 


Karras is one of the few people in the 


world who is as funny in print as he is in 
person. 


Half of what Karras says is a put-on 


but most good comedians rely on an ele- 
ment of truth and Alex is one of foot- 
ball's established comics. 


The Lions didn't enjoy some of his hu-' 


mor as a player and they centainly 
don't enjoy it now. They tried to bar him 
from their press box in what must go 
down as one of the most ridiculous 
threats of the year. 


That didn't slow down the former Uni- 


versity of Iowa All-American. He still 
takes his regular jabs at the Lions. 


When Karras agreed to appear before 


the second Paddock Publications Pro 
Sports Club luncheon, there admittedly 
was some concern over his drawing pow- 
er. 


Would there be sufficient interest in an 


appearance by a man who no longer was 
an active player and who made his name 
in Detroit, not Chicago? 


That question was answered Wednes- 


day when the final ticket was sold, assur- 
ing a complete sellout for next Monday's 
program. 


Alex Karras is still playing before ca- 


pacity crowds.

NEW YORK (UPI) - Bear Bryant has 


mellowed. 


He admits It. 
But he hasn't mellowed much. That he 


doesn't admit. Not readily anway. 


At SB, Paul Bryant, head coach of Ala- 


bama's unbeaten football team, the sec- 
ond-ranked major college squad In the 
nation, still is regarded one of the tough- 
est men in his business. 


Me earned his nickname originally by 


wrestling a bear for $1 when he was a 
kid in Fordyce. Ark., and there were 
times he worked his players so hard on 
the football practice field that some of 
them said oh. that poor Bear. Bryant 
knows about his reputation well enough 
not to argue about it. 


"A certain amount of it is exagger- 


ated." he claims. "We practice less than 
most teams and have less contact." 


Bear Bryant took a pull on his ciga- 


rette after making that point. 


"I do feel this way." he said, anxious 


to clarify his philosophy. "There are cer- 
tain lessons to be learned on the football 
field in practice and they require con- 
tact, hard work, second and third effort 
and that sort of thing. I feel like if you 
don't teach 'em. then you really let the 
player down, and when people used to 
criticize us that we worked the players 
too hard, that was the greatest selling 
point we had." 


Bryant concedes many things have 


changed in college football. Not neces- 
sarily for the better either although he's 
careful about the way lie phrases that. 


"We use the expression 'They're not as 


hungry as they used to be,' " he says 
talking about today's ballplayers. "This 
is not being critical of the youngsters — I 
think kids are better now and more 
knowledgeable — but I don't think some 
things, like football, mean as much to 
them as they used to." 


Why not? 
"Today everybody has an automobile, 


a good-looking girl and money in his 
pocket," Bryant replied. "It didn't al- 
ways used to be that way. You used to 
have to make the team before you got 
the good-looking girl." 


Bryant may be 58 but he still knows 


the score. He knows today's ballplayer 
isn't as gullible as some of those a dec- 
ade ago. 


"Ten years ago they'd believe anything 


1 told 'em," he said, smiling, "It's differ- 
ent now. But I find the great ones still 
have one thing in common — a desire to 
excel." 


Bryant sees himself more as "an over- 


seer" now than an actual coach. 


"For years and years and years 1 ate 


lunch with my quarterbacks every day. I 
did that with Namath, but now about the 
only time 1 get to talk with my quarter- 
back, really meet with him and go over 
things, I mean, is on the day of the 
game." 


Maybe it's easier for him now, but 


Bryant liked the old way better. 


"1 mean when I was working with the

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Dissenting War Hero John Kerry Is A Cool Angry Man 


by MURRAY OLDERMAN 


SAh FRANCISCO — John Kerry had 


to make a decision. The three gunboats 
snailing up the narrow ribbon of river in 
Vietnam were weighted down with 30 
troops each. Creeping along at 10 knots 
an hour. The shores were thick with 
mangrove. Ambush country. And then 
from the dense brush, the telltale puffs 
of smoke, the scatter of bullets. 


Naval Lt. Kerry, the tactical officer for 


the mission, quickly decided. He ordered 
the boats turned sharply right and 
beached. With him leading the way, they 
jumped ashore and through the man- 
grove, in the face of fire, and quickly 
overran and captured the Viet Cong posi- 
tion. 


For this. John Kerry received a Silver 


Star — to go in the same drawer with the 
Bronze Star and the three Purple Hearts 
he also received in the course of valorous 
action in Vietnam. 


That was barely more than two years 


ago. 


Now we see John Kerry up-to-date, in 


a sedate dark gray suit with a con- 
servative blue tie and wing-tipped black 
shoes. He calls it his "communications 
suit." He is on his way to st cocktail par- 
ty on The Peninsula, that strip of execu- 
tive suburbia south of San Francisco. 


MAYBE YOtf'VE seen him. too — a 


juvenescent Muskie type with a long jaw 
and a New England broad "a" who was 
engaged in national television debate 
with such Republican types as Herbert 
Klein and William Buckley and yielded 
nothing in articulateness. 


' "Looking back." lie says. "I'm enbar- 
rassed by the fact I was over there 
shooting. One can't look back without 
feeling I was shooting without justifica- 
tion, morally. And yet I had no com- 
punctions then. It was a life-and-death 
situation. But in retrospect it all seems 
absurd." 


Kerry is a bona fide war hero who, 


after the Vietnam experience, turned 
anti-establishment ("I've gotten used to 
not wearing a tie"), Yet, by background, 
he is staid America. 


He is 27. He went to the proper prep 


school. He received his bachelor's degree 
from Yale. His father is a lawyer who 
was once with the consular division of 
the State Department, and so John lived 
several years in Europe. He is a regis- 
tered Democrat. At 17, he was already 
campaigning for John F. Kennedy, at St. 
Paul's School. He speaks eloquently, and 
well. 


His future, he admits, is politics — 


when he gets over his current com- 
mitment as a spokesman for the Vietnam 
Veterans Against the War. John Kerry 
had to make another decision when he 
returned a war hero — to speak out. 


In a statement before the Senate — 


BONA

spokesman John Kerry wears ribbons 
for the Silver Star, Bronze Star and 
thr.ee Purple Hearts he earned in 
Vietnam. 


Foriegn Relations Committee in April of 
this year, Kierry said, "The country 
doesn't realize it yet but it has created a 
monster in the form of thousands of men 
who have been taught to deal and to 
trade in violence and who are given the 
chance to die for the biggest nothing in 
history — men who have returned with a 
sense of anger and betrayal..." 


KERRY SAYS he was like hundreds of 


thousands of others when he first went 
into the service, from college, 


"I never stopped to ask questions," he 


notes. "It was 1965 and the first draft 
cards hadn't been burned. I felt • the 
President of the United States was to be 
trusted, and McNamara and Bundy and 
the whiz kids around them were dealing 
us a straight line." 


He served three and a half years, cli- 


maxed by a five-months tour as a gun- 
boat skipper running the narrow, dan- 
gerous rivers of the Mekong Delta. 


"I have a feeling of remorse," he says, 


"not guilt. We took great pains not to 
shoot innocent people. We'd shoot down 
their huts, and that was barbaric. The 
reality of Vietnam began to hit me." 


His third Purple Heart qualified Kerry 


to come home, although he was offered a 
job as an admiral's aide to stay. "I de- 
cided," he says, "to return and tell the 
people the real story. My sister Peggy 
was very much involved in the antiwar 
movement then. Two weeks after I was 
back, I made a speech before the Rotary 
Club in Groton, Massachusetts, 
where 


my father lived, and I really let them

have it. But I was fighting pressure. I 
knew there'd be ostracism and censor- 
ship. I was still in the navy as an admi- 
ral's aide in New York. What really trig- 
gered me was that a friend of mine was 
killed in Vietnam. Naval Lt. Don'Droz 
was blown up. He -was an- Annapolis 
grad and left a family. 


"SO I GOT jnvolved in Moratorium. I 


have a private-pilot's license and flew 
one of the speakers around the New York 


area. Next day, I drafted a letter to the 
admiral requesting permission to resign 
and run for Congress." 


He lost the primary in the Third Con- 


gressional district of Massachusetts, but 
in April of 1970 he became involved with 
the Vietnam Veterans Against the War. 
He also talked himself onto the, Dick 
Cavett Show, cold, and got national at- 
tention in January, 1971, he was one of 
150 veterans meeting in Detroit for the 


Winter Soldier Investigation. 


"It crystallized my views," he says, 


"but we got no press and I felt some- 
thing more dramatic was needed. I sug- 
gested a march on Washington." For five . 
days in late April a thousand men set up 
camp near the Lincoln Memorial. From 
their experience has come photographic 
essay in book form, "The New .Soldier," 
by John Kerry and the Vietnam Vets 
(Macmilian).And from it has also grown 


the role of .Kerry as the symbol of "the 
dissenters. 


"I'm politicized," he says, "and there- 


fore mistrusted. I'm radicalized, but I'm 
not a radical. The war is still going on 
and it's so wrong. I'm very angry." 
' But it comes out as cool; rational .in- 
dignation which compels people to listen 
to John Kerry. And to leave the feeling 
he'll be heard from again.

lives in Evanston, isn't necessarily strik- 
ing hammer blows for Women's Lib 
though she supports the movement. She 
is simply determined to make it as a car- 
penter and prove herself to her employer 
... Pepper Construction Co. of Chicago. 


And she has her work cut out for her. 
"I will be doing everyting any other 


apprentice carpenter would be doing," 
she said as she installed shelves in an 
apartment. 


Marilyn is realistic. "I want to do ev- 


erything," she emphasized. "If I don't I 
will be unemployed." 


According to the 28-year-old mother of 


two (husband Edward is an attorney), 
there is a "whole complex of reasons" 
that led her to carpentering. 


"Fundamentally I like carpentering," 


she explained. "I like working outside 
and I like working with my hands." 
Marilyn, who holds a Bachelor's Degree 
from George Washington University, also 
has a heritage backing her up. Her uncle 


and grandfather were carpenters. 


IN THE NEAR future, Marilyn is go- 


ing to get a chance to prove-herself in 
more rugged circumstances. 


Walter Nealey, general superintendent 


on the project, said Pepper Co. will 
shortly be starting another phase of the 
development. This means Marilyn will be 
working outside lugging lumber and set- 
ting forms for concrete.

al." But it is up to her, he said. "If she 
can cut it, more power to her." Thomp- 
son said Mailyn had completed appren- 
ticeship school (at the Washburn Trade 
School in Chicago) so she is apparently 
qualified. 


Thompson, however, is adamant about 


one thing. "If she were my wife," he 


said, "she would be home." 


William Weser, a journeyman carpen- 


ter who lives in Hanover Park, has 
"nothing" against working with a wom- 
an. 


"I think its a good idea," he said. 


"They have been doing it in Russia for 
years." Nonetheless, the veteran carpen- 
ter said, Marilyn will have to make it on 
her own. Joe Graziano of Glen Ellyn, a 
laborer on the job, has a "wait and see" 
attitude. 


"I've talked to her and she is a very 


intelligent person," he commented. "It'll 
be tough but I'll wait and see."

For one thing, she intends to complete

Say Closed Meetings OK

M u n i c i p a l officials in Arlington 


Heights. 
Mount Prospect

Plaines are no longer required by law to 
do the public's business in public, ac- 
cording to an apparently widely-held in- 
terpretation of the new home rule pow- 
ers. 


Des Plaines City Atty. Robert DlLeo- 


nardi and Louis Ancel, who heads one of 
the largest legal firms representing Illi- 
nois municipal governments, both feel 
the state law which requires officials to 
conduct most debate and decision-mak- 
ing only at open, public meetings, does 
not apply to those communities allowed 
new powers last July when the new Illi- 
nois Constitution went into effect. 


Home rule governments — municipal- 


ities and counties with more than 25,000 
residents — were given broad powers to 
regulate their own procedures, including 
how and where city officials would meet, 
DiLeonardi said. If the state legislature 
wants to enforce the old rules, it will 
have to pass a new Open Meetings Act, 
Ancel said. 


In sharp disagreement, State Rep. An- 


thony Scariano, D-Park Forest, sponsor 
of the law passed in 1957 and amended in 
1057. said the Open Meetings Act specifi- 
cally states that it alllles to "all" govern- 
ments, which would mean home rule 
governments too. 


He said yesterday be would fight in 


court "any advocate of secrecy who 
wants to close the door and draw the cur- 
tains" to deny the public's right to know 
how its government is being conducted. 


Compounding the apparent confusion 


over home rule, a spokesman for the Illi- 
nois Department of Local Government 
Affairs said the state's policy is that the 
law must be followed by a home rule unit 
until it passes its own open meetings or- 
dinance, which may be weaker, the 
same, or stronger than the state law. 


Although the questions about the open 


meetings act will ultimately be settled by 
the state legislature and the courts, none 
of the city officials contacted in the three 
home rule Northwest suburbs indicated 
that changes were coming soon or that a 
policy of closed meetings would be devel- 
oped. 


DiLeonardi, who is a member of a law- 


yers home rule study committee for the 
Illinois Municipal League the state's 
largest organization of public officials, 
told Des Plaines aldermen this week 
that, in his opinion, the act no longer ap- 
plies. He advised the city to set up a 
committee to study home rule changes. 


Arlington Heights Mayor John Walsh 


said he has heard no opinion yet on the 
Open Meetings Act, adding that his vil- 
lage has maintained a strict policy of 
open meetings and would continue to do 
so with or without the state law.

Very few home rule changes have been 


tested in the courts, according to Joan 
Anderson, a former Con Con delegate 
who now advises the state department of 
local government. 


It was the intent of the nome rule com- 


mittee at Con Con to leave to the local 
governments and local pressures the de- 
tails of procedural decisions, such as 
keeping meetings open to the public, she 
said. 


Home rule grants communities powers 


that were formerly reserved to the state 
legislature. Home rule 
municipalities 


have new powers to license for regu- 
lation of services, and the means to 
change the form of the governmental 
structure and ways of taxing, Mrs. An- 
derson said. 


The state legislature can remove most 


home rule powers through legislation 
passed by a three-fifths majority, she 
said. 


The Public Meetings Act, often called 


the Scariano Act, forbids closed meetings 
except in certain circumstances in- 
volving discussions of personnel and hir- 
ing, purchase of real estate, and wage 
negotiations. 


Adequate notice must be made of 


meetings and violation of the act can 
mean a fine of not more than $100 or 
imprisonment for not more than 30 days 
or both. 


Passage of the act was heralded by civ- 


il libertarians and advocates of clean 
government as a way of keeping officials 
honest. 


Mrs. Anderson said most home rule 


municipalities would probably choose to 
write their own ordinance, or simply con- 
tinue to operate under the state law.

"Wide open spaces" in Schaumburg 


Township are fast disappearing and it is 
time that all concerned groups begin 
coordinating more and consider the 
building of additional schools in the town- 
ship, said Regan. 


The discussion ensued when the com- 


mission members noticed (on a map sup- 
plied by Mrs. Hart) that Dist. 54 had 
been offered an eight-acre school site in 
Hoffman Estates as part of a residential 
and commercial development to be lo- 
cated in Schaumburg. 


The development, known as Colony 


Lakes, has received zoning clearance 
from Schaumburg and is being built by 
Hoffman Rosner Corp. It is proposed on 
a 64-acre site south of Golf Road, one 
fourth mile from Golf Road's intersection 
with Higgins Road. The site then 
stretches south to Bode Road. 


The school site proposed for donation 


lies a mile west of the development site 
along Golf Road. 


Hoffman Rosner often donates school 


site land to Dist. 54 when it undertakes 
large developments such as Colony Lake. 
Donated land usually is used for a school 
to accommodate children that will be liv- 
ing in the district because of a new de- 
velopment. 


Mrs. Hart said the district has a for- 


mula whereby developers are asked to 
donate so much land based on the proj- 
ected density of the development. 


The plans commission, noting that the 


proposed school site is a mile from the 
proposed development, questioned if a 
site closer to Colony Lakes couldn't be 
found. 


"You are not solving the problem" by 


locating a school that far away, Regan 
said. He also questioned the advisability 
of locating a school so close to Golf 
Road. Also noted was the fact that the 
proposed site doesn't, at the present 


time, have many developed access 
streets. 


Regan said the Colony Lakes situation 


is only a symptom of the bigger problem 
which, in his estimation, is "a matter of 
planning."

Gas Price Sign Bill Reactions Sought 


Service station owners in Hoffman Es- 


tates will be special guests at a Dec. 15 
meeting of the village board judiciary 
committee, when proposed regulations on 
price signs will be reviewed. 


Trustee Edward Hennessy, chairman 


of the committee, announced this week 
he has invited all station proprietors to 
the meeting to discuss the legislation and 
learn their reactions. 


The village could require the station 


owners with street signs showing per-gal- 
lon gas prices to include taxes in the 
posted figure. Some already do this, and 
the posted figure is the same as the 
pump figure. With others, the street sign 
shows the gas price without tax, and the 
patron actually pays a higher per-gallon 
price. Legislation now requires the pump 
price to include tax. 


Trustee William Cowin originally sug- 


gested the legislation. Schaumburg al- 
ready has enacted a similar law. 


COWIN TOLD THE board his finance 


committee is investigating the desir- 
ability of using data processing equip- 
ment in village records. Cowin also noted 
the village has had good response to let- 
ters mailed out suggesting that residents 
purchase their 1972 vehicle stickers. This 
is the first year the village has mailed 
out reminders. A total of 315 stickers al- 
ready have been sold in December, he 
said. 


Correcrion of a pollution problem 


stemming from the Knightsbridge devel- 


opment in Schaumburg was reported by 
Trustee Diane Jensen. 


Mrs. Jensen said she had met with rep- 


resentatives of the Metropolitan Sanitary 
District, Schaumburg Village Engineer 
Joe Zgonina and representatives of 
Knightsbridge and learned that power 
had been shut off to a lift station along 
Jones Road. Power was halted because 
of vandalism that damaged controls, she 
was told, and sewage overflowed from 
the lift station. The area has been 
flushed and damage from the incident 
has been repaired, she said.

with Lee Bridgman of the local U.S. De- 
partment of Agriculture office about the 
possibility that some of the Aspen devel- 
opment falls within the flood-control plan 
boundaries. 


MULDOWNEY said Bridgman is sup- 


posed to send him a map outlining the 
boundaries of the flood-control project on 


Salt Creek. If the Aspen property falls 
within those boundaries, Muldowney 
said, it would be condemned and the de- 
velopers would be unable to build on the 
condemned land. 


Beery and his partners are seeking the 


annexation of 47.2 acres west of Quentin 
Road, five acres east of Quentin and a 
six-acre corridor connecting that proper- 
ty to Rolling Meadows. 


The property is bordered on the west 


by Harper College, on the south by Algon- 
quin Road and on the north by the Pala- 
tine village limits. A branch of Salt 
Creek winds through the Aspen property 
and forms part of its western boundary. 


The 47 acres west of Quentin would be 


developed into an apartment complex 
and the five acres east of Quentin would 
be a small shopping center. 


THE PLANNED development p» oposal 


that was presented to the plan commis- 
sion is for 15 three-story buildings, each 
containing 23 two-bedroom units and 46 
one-bedroom unite, totaling 1,035 units. 


Beery said he does not know what the 


future of the Aspen complex will be. He 
said his attorneys are researching the 
options that the developers will have if 
the property is condemned. 


The Salt Creek Watershed Plan has 


been prepared by several local commu- 
nities in conjunction with the U. S. Soil 
and Conservation Service. The plan 
would provide flood protection for 1,200 
homes, three schools and 3,400 acres of 
land in the area. 


Ruling Near On Burning In Forest

The Illinoois Pollution Control Board 


will decide the fate of open burning at 
the Cook County Forest Preserve Dis- 
trict tree burning area near Wheeling 
within the next few weeks. 


The village of Wheeling, Wheeling-area 


residents and antipoliution enthusiasts 
have opposed a request by the forest pre- 
serve district to allow open burning at 
the site in addition to using the site for 
disposing of dead and diseased trees in 
an air curtain destructor, a machine de- 
signed to cut pollution from tree burning. 


Among those favoring the variance for 


open burning are the village of Mount 
Prospect, and arborists who need the site 
to dispose of dead and diseased trees. 


The variance asks for permission to al- 


low open burning at the site to resume 
immediately and to continue until July 1, 
1972. 


At first the open burning would be the 


only method of disposing of trees at the 
site. Once the air curtain destructor, 
which is now being installed at the site, 
is operational it would also be used. 


But, according to James Tyndal, as- 


sistant general superintendent of the for- 
est preserve district, the variance would 
allow the district to burn openly until 
July, all trees in excess of what one air 
curtain destructor could consume. 


As of thai: date all burning at the site 


would be in air curtain destructors. Tyn- 
dall said the county needs the additional 
time for open burning to determine how 
many destructors will be needed for the 
site. 


THE ISSUE over the burning site be- 


gan when the Illinois Environmental 
Protection Agency (EPA) closed the 


burning area in September under a new 
state law on environmental control. 


Since that time the county has re- 


ceived a burning permit which will allow 
burning in the destructor once it is 
installed, Tyndall said. 


He explained that the first destructor 


should be installed by the end of Decem- 
ber if the weather is good. The machine 
will then have to be inspected by the 
EPA before the burning permit for'the 
destructor goes into effect, Tyndall said. 


But whether open burning will also be 


allowed at the site until next summer is 
for the pollution control board to decide. 


A public hearing on the variance for 


that open burning was held last Friday 
at the Northbrook Village Hall. EPA offi- 
cials said they would make a decision by 
Jan. 4. 


At the hearing arborists and the forest 


preserve district favored open burning, 
while the village of Wheeling, the North- 
brook environmental quality commission, 
and individual residents opposed it. 


Wheeling administrative assistant Ro- 


ger Strieker said at the hearing that the 
village filed an objection to burning at 
the site in November. 


"ALTHOUGH THIS site is not within 


the limits of the village of Wheeling it is 
close enough that the smoke and ashes 
from this burning directly affects the 
citizens of Wheeling," Strieker said at 
the hearing. 


"The village of Wheeling would again 


like to go on record that we have had 
many complaints from our citizens in re- 
gard to burning that had gone on pre- 
viously in this area and we are, there- 
fore, strongly opposed to the issuance of 


the variance," Strieker said. 


The village of Mount Prospect, on the 


other hand, passed a resolution endors- 
ing the burning area for enabling munici- 
palities to successfully battle dutch elm 
disease and urged that the variance be 
granted. 


In his letter requesting the variance 


from EPA forest preserve district super- 
intendent Arthur Janura pointed out that 
installation ob the one 25-foot air curtain 
destructor at the site is costing the coun- 
ty in excess of $50,000. 


IN DEFENSE of the variance request 


Janura noted that, "Lack of funds and 
land area to install air curtain destruc- 
tors leaves the local municipalities with- 
out a practical method of disposing of 
the wood wastes generated in their vil- 
lages, primarily as a result of the dutch 
elm disease." 


He pointed out that the need for the 


site to remain open affects the City of 
Chicago, the Chicago Park District, 36 
other municipalities, more than 50 pri- 
vate arborists and the forest preserve 
district itself. 


He said open burning would only be 


begun when the wind was blowing away 
from nearby populated areas. 


The final result of a refusal for the 


variance, according to Janura, could be 
that the inability to dispose of diseased 
elm trees "would create epidemic condi- 
tions resulting in the death and destruc- 
tion of all elm trees in the Chicago Met- 
ropolitan area. In addition," he said, 
"standing dead trees in parkways, parks, 
forest preserve areas and on private 
property would become an extreme safe- 
ty hazard."

which interviewed the commission appli- 
cants, said that the decision of which 
people to appoint is a difficult one. 


Lang and other trustees have praised 


the caliber of the recent applicants. 


Vacancies to be filled Monday include 


one plan commission seat, one fire and 
police commission seat, three human re- 
lations commission seats and two indus- 
trial commission seats. 


Trustees sa'd that applicants who were 


not placed on commissions this time 
would be listed in a "people pool" re- 
source file for use in filling future va- 
cancies on the commissions. 


Some might be appointed to fill a re- 


cent vacancy on the village public rela- 
tions commission, to form a proposed en- 
vironmental control commission, or to 
serve on a revitalized village board of 
health. 


Appointments to the environmental con- 


trol commission could come shortly after 
the board agrees on an ordinance estab- 
lishing that commission. Lang has called 
a meeting for discussion of that commis- 
sion ordinance at 7:30 p.m. Dec. 20. 


AT LAST Monday's committee meeting 


the board interviewed four applicants. A 
total of 13 applicants had been inter- 
viewed in a four-hour session Nov. 29. 


The board Monday interviewed Wil- 


liam Warr, who sought a plan commis- 
sion seat; Leonard Schlangen, who ap- 
plied for the police and fire commission; 
Frank Sacco, for the industrial commis- 
sion, and James Poole, for the fire and 
police commission. 


Poole, who had served for two years 


before on the fire and police commission 
told the board he had resigned because 
he expected to be transferred and move 
from the village.

TV Trouble? You May Need A Filter

If Mantovani has been providing the 


television commentary to the Sunday af- 
ternoon football game at your house, 


THIS WYEN TRANSMITTER has been 
raising havoc with television recep- 
tion in the homes of many northern 
Arlington Heights residents. Engi- 
neers say a small filter will clear up 
the interference problem which has 
particularly affected NBC Channel 5.

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you're a victim of what the engineers 
call "signal intermodulation." 


For many residents in. northern Arling- 


ton Heights who have had trouble 
recently tuning in NBC Channel 5, the 
ultimate remedy may be a special filter 
attached to the set which can sort out the 
primary signal from other interfering 
broadcasts. 


The average cost of these devices, 


called high pass filters, is $3 to ?5, ac- 
cording to television servicemen. 


The reception troubles stem from the 


broadcast operation of WYEN, a new 
50,000-watt Des Plaines FM station with 
a transmitting tower on Dundee Road, 
west of Arlington Heights Road. 


Station Mgr. Ed Walters said his engi- 


neers have tested several different types 
of high pass filters, and have found at 
least one that will clear up the reception 
problem. 


"WHAT WE'LL do is make up an in- 


formation letter to send to residents near 
the transmitter, telling them about the 
filter," Walters said. 


He said that members of his staff have 


been working on the interference problem 
since the station began broadcasting last 
Friday. 


According to a field engineer for the 


Federal Communications 
Commission 


(FCC) in Chicago, WYEN, 106.7 on the 
FM dial, has been interacting with 
WEXI, an Arlington Heights FM station, 
to produce a frequency very close to 
that of Channel 5. 


"There's not a thing in the world we 


can do about it," said Edwin Johnson, an 
engineer at Channel 5. "If the FCC and 
the engineers at WYEN can clean up the 
transmission, it should help. However, 
people right next to the tower are 
bound to continue to have trouble." 


"We just bought a new color television 


and usually all we get on Channel 5 are 
a lot of wiggly lines," said Mrs. M. Co- 
hen, of 806 E. Burr Oak Dr., in the Berk- 
ley Square subdivision of Arlington 
Heights. 


Other residents in northern subdivi- 


sions report similar reception trouble, 
particularly with color sets. 


"FILTERING the signal at the set, or 


in the case of an apartment building, at 


the building's antenna amplifier, is the 
best way to remedy the problem," ac- 
cording to an FCC engineer. 


He said the intermodulation or mixing 


of signals is a continual problem in met- 
ropolitan areas, 


"Presumably this is checked out be- 


fore a license to broadcast is given out. 
What you have to do is weigh the good 
points against the bad," he said. 


"In extreme situations, a station could 


be forced off the ah-. But that kind of 
decision would have to come from Wash- 
ington." 


The FCC requires that any station, ra- 


dio or television, remain within its as- 
signed channel frequency. 


Johnson said it was not uncommon for 


new transmitters to waiver outside their 
prescribed broadcast limits. 


"Getting a new station on the air is 


like getting all the bugs out of A new 
car," he said. "It takes a little time." 


Walters, however, said he believes the 


WYEN transmitter is functioning cor- 
rectly and that the reception interference 
is more a factor of the station's high 
power, i 


Johnson said Channel 5's power, by the 


time it is picked up by antennas in Ar- 
lington Heights, is about 500 microvolts, 
or one millionth of a volt, compared to. 
what he estimated to be the 50-volt pow- 
er of WYEN.

Des Plaines City Atty. Robert DiLeo- 


nardi and Louis Ancel, who heads one of 
the largest legal firms representing Illi- 
nois municipal governments, both feel 
the state law which requires officials to 
conduct most debate and decision-mak- 
ing only at open, public meetings, does 
not apply to those communities allowed 
new powers last July when the new Illi- 
nois Constitution went into effect. 


Home rule governments — municipal- 


ities and counties with more than 25,000 
residents — were given broad powers to 
regulate their own procedures, including 
how and where city officials would meet, 
DiLeonardi said. If the state legislature 
wants to enforce the old rules, it will 
have to pass a new Open Meetings Act, 
Ancel said. 


In sharp disagreement, State Rep. An- 


thony Scariano, D-Park Forest, sponsor 
of the law passed in 1957 and amended in 
1987, said the Open Meetings Act specifi- 
cally states that it alllies to "all" govern- 
ments, which would mean home rule 
governments too. 


He said yesterday he would fight in 


court "any advocate of secrecy who 
wants to close the door and draw the cur- 
tains" to deny the public's right to know 
how its government is being conducted. 


Compounding the apparent confusion 


over home rule, a spokesman for the Illi- 
nois Department of Local Government 
Affairs said the state's policy is that the 
law must be followed by a home rule unit 
until it passes its own open meetings or- 
dinance, which may be weaker, the 
same, or stronger than the state law.

Ancel, who heads a subcommittee of 


the league's home rule study group, said 
many other attorneys agree with his 
opinion. Scariano said Ancel's opinion 
was published last spring by the league 
in its monthly newsletter. 


Several municipal attorneys in south- 


ern Illinois and in Champaign have also 
notified then- clients that they feel the 
state law no longer applies, Scariano 
said. 


Very few home rule changes have been 


tested in the courts, according to Joan 
Anderson, a former Con Con delegate 
who now advises the state department of 
local government. 


It was the intent of the nome rule com- 


mittee at Con Con to leave to the local 
goverments and local pressures the 'de- 
tails of procedural decisions, such as 
keeping meetings open to the public, she 
said.

purchase of real estate, and wage 


negotiations. 


Adequate notice must be made of 


meetings and violation of the act can 
mean a fine of not more than $100 or 
imprisonment for not more than 30 days 
or both. 


Passage of the act was heralded by civ- 


il libertarians and advocates of clean 
government as a way of keeping officials 
honest.

Anderson said most home rule 


municipalities would probably choose to 
write then- own ordinance, or simply con- 
tinue to operate under the state law.

'Suburban Factbook7 Report 
Village 3rd In Population Growth 


Buffalo Grove ranks third, behind 


Hanover Park and Schaumburg in the 
percentage of population growth in Cook 
County since I960, according to figures 
compiled by the Northeastern Illinois 
Planning Commission. 


The figures are contained in the pre- 


liminary "Suburban Factbook," publish- 
ed by the commission. 


The factbook carries the subtitle "a lo- 


cal assistance project" and includes sta- 
tistics indicating population composition 
and growth, housing information and oth- 
er growth indicators. 


According to the factbook, the popu- 


lation of Buffalo Grove increased 690 per 
cent from 1,492 in 1960 to 11,799 in 1970. 
Hanover Park experienqed a 2,542 per 
cent increase during the same period of 
time from 
451 residents 
to 
11,916. 


Schaumburg's increase was 1,799 percent 
from a population of 986 in 1960 to 18,730 
in 1970. 


As a comparison to the growth rate in 


Buffalo Grove, Wheeling's population in- 
creased in the last decade from 7,169 to 
14,746, or 105 per cent. The population of 
Arlington Heights increased 132 per cent 
from 27,878 to 64,884. 


The population of the area is nearly all 


white, 


THE FACTBOOK lists three Negroes 


— or .03 per cent of the population — as 
living in Buffalo Grove. A few'more Ne- 
groes have moved into the village since 
the statistics were compiled. The per- 
centage of Negroes in Arlington Heights 
is .04 per cent and in Wheeling is .05 per 
cent, according to the factbook. The av- 
erage family size is 4.2 persons in Buf- 
falo Grove compared to 3.6 in Arlington 
Heights and 3.7 persons in Wheeling. 


The prices of most owner-occupied 


homes in Buffalo Grove fall into the 
$15,000 to $25,000 price range, with only 


16 over $50,000. In Arlington Heights the 
two price categories are about the same 
with 1,624 homes listed as costing over 
$50,000, 


Figures on the price range of homes in 


Wheeling are not listed in the factbook. 


In the area of retail trade statistics Ar- 


lington Heights is by far the leader, with 
Wheeling second and Buffalo Grove not 
even listed. 


According to the factbook, Arlington 


H e i g h t s businesses did $119,811,000 
worth of retail business last year and 
Wheeling business recorded $45,881,000 in 
retail trade. 


Group Gives Winter Driving Hints 


The Buffalo Grove Civil Defense Com- 


mission has issued a set of winter guide- 
lines for motorists. 


The commission recommends that mo- 


torists prepare a "winter storm pack" 
that should be carried in automobiles.

The village of Wheeling, Wheeling-area 


residents and antipollution enthusiasts 
have opposed a request by the forest pre- 
serve district to allow open burning at 
the site in addition to using the site for 
disposing of dead and diseased trees in 
an air curtain destructor, a machine de- 
signed to cut pollution from tree burning. 


Among those favoring the variance for 


open burning are the village of Mount 
Prospect, and arborists who need the site 
to dispose of dead and diseased trees. 


The variance asks for permission to al- 


low open burning at the site to resume 
immediately and to continue until July 1, 
1972. 


At first the open burning would be the 


only method of disposing of trees at the 
site. Once the air curtain destructor, 
which is now being installed at the site, 
is operational it would also be used. 


But, according to James Tyndal, as- 


sistant general superintendent of the for- 
est preserve district, the variance would 
allow the district to burn openly until 
July, all trees in excess of what one air 
curtain destructor could consume. 


As of that date all burning at the site 


would be in air curtain destructors. Tyn- 
dall said the county needs the additional 
time for open burning to determine how 
many destructors will be needed for the 
site. 


THE ISSUE over the burning site be- 


gan when the Illinois Environmental 
Protection Agency (EPA) closed the 
burning area in September under a new 
state law on environmental control. 


Since that time the county has re- 


ceived a burning permit which will allow 
burning in the destructor once it is 
installed, Tyndall said. 


He explained that the first destructor 


should be installed by the end of Decem- 
ber if the weather is good. The machine 


will then have to be inspected by the 
EPA before the burning permit for the 
destructor goes into effect, Tyndall said. 


But whether open burning will also be 


allowed at the site until next summer is 
for the pollution control board to decide. 


A public hearing on the variance for 


that open burning was held last Friday 
at the Northbrook Village Hall. EPA offi- 
cials said they would make a decision by 
Jan. 4. 


At the hearing arborists and the forest 


preserve district favored open burning, 
while the village of Wheeling, the North- 
brook environmental quality commission, 
and individual residents opposed it. 


Wheeling administrative assistant Ro- 


ger Strieker said at the hearing that the 
village filed an objection to burning at 
the site in November. 


"ALTHOUGH THIS site is not within 


the limits of the village of Wheeling it is 
close enough that the smoke and ashes 
from this burning directly affects the 
citizens of Wheeling," Strieker said at 
the hearing. 
many complaints from our citizens in re- 
gard to burning that had gone on pre- 
viously in this area and we are, there- 
fore, strongly opposed to the issuance of 
the variance," Strieker said. 


The village of Mount Prospect, on the 


other hand, passed a resolution endors- 
ing the burning area for enabling munici- 
palities to successfully battle dutch elm 
disease and urged that the variance be 
granted. 


In his letter requesting the variance 


from EPA forest preserve district super- 
intendent Arthur Janura pointed out that 
installation ob the one 25-foot' air curtain 
destructor at the site is costing the coun- 
ty in excess of $50,000. 


IN DEFENSE of the variance request 


Janura noted that, "Lack of funds and 
land area to install air curtain destruc- 
tors leaves the local municipalities with- 
out a practical method of disposing of 
the wood wastes generated in their vil- 
lages, primarily as a result of the dutch 
elm disease." 


"The village of Wheeling would again 


like to go on record that we have had 


He pointed out that the need for the 


site to remain open affects the City of 
Chicago, the Chicago Park District, 36 
other municipalities, more than 50 pri- 
vate arborists and the forest preserve 
district itself. 


He said open burning would only be 


begun when the wind was blowing away 
from nearby populated areas, 


The final result of a refusal for the 


variance, according to Janura, could be 
that the inability to dispose of diseased 
elm trees "would create epidemic condi- 
tions resulting in the death and destruc- 
tion of all elm trees in the -Chicago Met- 
ropolitan area. In addition," he said, 
"standing dead trees in parkways, parks, 
forest preserve areas and on private 
property would become an extreme safe- 
ty hazard." 


THE COMMISSION also outlined what 


to do if residents become stranded in 
their cars during the winter. 


According to the commission, the mo- 


torists should stay in their cars. 


"You are more likely to be found-there 


(in the car) than if you go wandering 
around in a blizzard and become lost in 
the blowing snow," the commission 
points out. 


Secondly, "Keep a window open a bit 


for fresh air. Freezing wet snow can 
completely seal you in and seal out oxy- 
gen." 


Residents also are warned against car- 


bon monoxide poisoning. "Run the motor 
and heater sparingly and only with a 
window open for ventilation. Make sure 
your exhaust pipe is free of drifted 
snow." 


A N O T H E R recommendation is to 


"clap your hands and move your arms 
and legs vigoroulsy from time too time. 
Don't stay in one position for too long." 


A fifth safety precaution is to "turn on 


the dome light at night to make your car 
v i s i b l e to work crews. Use your 
flashlight to signal for help. Occasionally 
blow your horn to attract help, but don't 
run down your car battery. 


The commission also recommends that 


if there are several persons in the car, 
one person should be awake at all times 
to "take turns keeping watch." 


The last recommendation is "above all 


— don't panic. Stay calm. Help will 
come."

call "signal intermodulation." 


For many residents in northern Arling- 


ton Heights who have had trouble 
recently tuning in NBC Channel 5, the 
ultimate remedy may be a special filter 
attached to the set which can sort out the 
primary signal from other interfering 
broadcasts. 


The average cost of these devices, 


called high pass filters, is $3 to $5, ac- 
cording to television servicemen. 


The reception troubles stem from the 


broadcast operation of WYEN, a new 
50,000-watt Des Plaines FM station with 
a transmitting tower on Dundee Road, 
west of Arlington Heights Road. 


Station Mgr. Ed Walters said his engi- 


neers have tested several 'different types 
of high pass filters, and have found at 
least one that will clear up the reception 
problem. 


"WHAT. WE'LL do is make up an in- 


formation letter to send to residents near 
the transmitter, telling them about the 
filter," Walters said. 


He said that members of his staff have 


been working on the interference problem 
since the station began broadcasting last 
Friday. 


According to a field engineer for the 


Federal 
Communications Commission 


(FCC) in Chicago, WYEN, 106.7 on the 
FM dial, has been interacting with 
WEXI, an Arlington Heights FM station, 
to produce a frequency very close to 
that of Channel 5, 


"There's not a thing in the world we 


can do about it," said Edwin Johnson, an 
engineer at Channel 5. "If the FCC and 
the engineers at WYEN can clean up the 
transmission, it should help. However, 
people right next to the tower are 
bound to continue to have trouble." 


"We just bought a new color television 


and usually all we get on Channel 5 are 
a lot of wiggly lines," said Mrs. M Co- 
hen, of 806 E. Burr Oak Dr., hi the Berk- 
ley Square subdivision of Arlington 
Heights. 


Other residents in northern subdivi- 


sions report similar reception trouble, 
particularly with color sets. 


"FILTERING the signal at the set, or 


in the case of an apartment building, at 
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the building's antenna amplifier, is the 
best way to remedy the problem," ac- 
cording to an FCC engineer. 


He said the intermodulation or mixing 


of signals is a continual problem in met- 
ropolitan areas. 


"Presumably this is checked out be- 


fore a license to broadcast is given out. 
What you have to do is weigh the good 
points against the bad," he said. 


"In extreme situations, a station could 


be forced off the air. But that kind of 
decision would have to come from Wash- 
ington." 


The FCC requires that any station, ra- 


dio or television, remain within its as- 
signed channel frequency. 


Johnson said it was not uncommon for 


new transmitters to waiver outside their 
prescribed broadcast limits. 


"Getting a new station on the air is 


like getting all the bugs out of a new 
car," he said. "It takes a little time." 


Walters, however, said he believes the 


WYEN transmitter is functioning cor- 
rectly and that the reception interference 
is more a factor of the station's high 
power. 


Johnson said Channel 5's power, by the 


time it is picked up by antennas in Ar- 
lington Heights, is about 500 microvolts, 
or one millionth of a volt,'compared to 
what he estimated to be the 50-volt pow- 
er of WYEN.

"This Is What We're Here For' 
Chamber Offers To Assist 
Better Palatine Group 


The Palatine Chamber of Commerce 


made a tentative offer to assist the new- 
ly-formed Citizens for a Better Palatine 
at the group's second meeting Tuesday 
night. 


Jerome W. Pinderski, director of the 


chamber, said he made the offer because 
"this is what we're for. We're trying to 
make the community a better place in 
which to live, too." 


He said the citizens' group's use of the 


chamber facilities and secretarial help 
must still be approved by the chamber's 
board of directors but he expressed the 
hope that the citizens' group be an "on- 
going organization." 


The group was set up last month in an 


attempt to alleviate problems involving 
Palatine youths, specifically those not 
yet in high school. 


The problems were identified mainly 


as shoplifting, drug and park abuse, and 
general harassment of younger children. 


REPRESENTATIVES of the Palatine 


Park District. Palatine Township Youth 
Committee, Palatine Township Youth Or- 
ganization (PTYO) and several local 


school administrations attended Tues- 
day's meeting. 


Also, there were three parents, in addi- 


tion to four organizers. Mrs. Robert C. 
Gibbs, a member of the temporary steer- 
ing committee, said "we do have a lot of 
people behind us," and remained con- 
fident the group will be effective. 


J o s e p h M. Kiszka, assistant sup- 


erintendent of Palatine-Rolling Meadows 
School Dist. 15, said, "We're here be- 
cause we believe that through in- 
volvement, we can solve the problems. 


"But we can't have the parks, cham- 


ber of commerce and schools only," he 
said. "We have to have concerned par- 
ents." 


Alfred Hemauer, a member of the tem- 


porary steering committee, vowed that 
the organization "will solicit people, even 
if we have to go door-to-door." 


Thirty parents attended the group's 


first meeting last month. 


ATTORNEY PAUL A. McWilliams of 


Palatine has volunteered his services as 
a legal adviser to the group. 


No formal structure was established or 


officers elected because of the low at- 
tendance at the meeting, but the group is 
expected to incorporate as a not-for-prof- 
it organization. 


Much of the meeting consisted of a dia- 


logue with five members of the Palatine 
Township Youth Organization. 


Roger F. Alexander, president of 


PTYO and a junior at Fremd High 
School, said what his organization needs 
most is "a place where kids can go." 


The organization has property and a 


building which could be renovated, but 
Alexander said some $50,000 would be 
needed to bring it up to village stan- 
dards. 


In response to questions, Alexander 


said youths prefer not to attend social 
activities in school buildings, even if they 
are not run by the schools because "kids 
spend enough time in school and don't 
want to hang around there after school." 


Kiszka suggested that the organization 


work with the Palatine Township Youth 
Committee for sponsorship and lead- 
ership. 


Lincoln County Talks Delayed

The study to form Lincoln County is 


now in a "holding pattern" following 
committee chairman Merwin E. Sopor's 
announcement Wednesday he will leave 
the area by Jan. 1. 


According to Wendell Jones, who, with 


Soper, originated the plan to carve Lin- 
coln County out of Cook County by the 
secession of six Northwest suburban 
townships, the new county plan "is not 
anything we'll get on the ballot soon. 


"We're all going in different directions, 


with Soper going the furthest of any of 
us," Jones said. 


Soper resigned his position as a Pala- 


tine village trustee Wednesday when he 
announced he will move to Hartford, 
Conn, next month to take on responsi- 
bilities of a new job with Aetna Insur- 
ance Co. 


Besides Soper's sudden move, the var- 


ied individual activities of several of the 
nine study committee members has

caused a temporary freeze in the in- 
vestigations into the formation of Lincoln 
County, Jones said... 


HE SAID Rep. David J. Regner's re- 


cent announcement to seek a seat in the 
State Senate from the 3rd District will 
cut into the amount of time he would be 
able to spend as a member of the Lincoln 


County study committee. 


The study group is currently awaiting 


a constitutional interpretation from State 
Atty. Gen. William Scott on legal aspects 
of disannexation from an existing county 
in the state. 


However, Jones said Scott's opinion 


may not be coming soon because of 
Scott's future political plans and possible 
campaigning. This would further delay 
the studies of the committee. 


"At least the seed has been planted," 


Jones said. He anticipated interest in the 
whole Lincoln County idea would in- 
crease following the November, 1972 
elections, if the outcome is similar to the 
Democratic landslide in Cook County No- 
vember, 1970. 


"If Bernard Carey (Republican slated 


for Cook County State's Attorney) would 
beat Ed Hanrahan, then maybe the 
whole idea of Lincoln County should be 
scrapped," he said, explaining that an 
increase in Republican influence in Cook 
County would take away the need for 
creating a new suburban county. 


JONES SAID HE tried to get Carey, 


who lives in a south Cook County suburb, 
on the Lincoln County study committee, 
but Carey refused because of reasons 
dealing with "his political future in Cook 
County." 


Concerning Soper's replacement as 


chairman of the study committee, Jones 
said that "if the committee wants to con- 
tinue its study, it will have to get togeth- 
er to elect a new chairman." 


"I don't think Lincoln County is just 


one person," he said. 


Jones said he did not know when the 


next meeting would be,, but said not 
much could be do.ne until a legal opinion 
is received from Scott. 


He said Regner has received informa- 


tion from several other states on the le- 
galities of disannexation from an existing 


county. This information will be consid- 
ered at the next .study meeting to .deter- 
mine the next course of action, he said. 


The .initial proposal for Lincoln County, 


made in August, calls for disannexation 
of Elk Grove, Barrington, Hanover, Pal- 
atine, Schaumburg and Wheeling town- 
ships, all Republican dominated, from 
Cook County. The new county would have 
a total population of almost 350,000, rank- 
ing it within the top five largest counties 
in the state.

Political involvement of women on a 


local level is something that has been 
extremely limited in Palatine and Roll- 
ing Meadows, at least in any official ca- 
pacity.

"Women in this day and age are just

Meyer said they discussed "what's

They also touched 'on whether he 
would continue as mayor if elected to the 
assembly, Meyer said. 


"I had talked to some of the aldermen 


individually," Meyer said, "and they 
wanted to know what my plans are if I'm 
elected. They wanted to know if I'd step 
down or not. Rather than talking to all of 
them separately, I asked them to come 
to my house Wednesday night." 


IN RESPONSE to questions about his 


future as mayor if elected, Meyer said 
he told the aldermen he'd "base my deci- 
sion on what John Q. Public wants." If 
the people of Rolling Meadows wanted 
him to remain mayor, Meyer said, he'd 
seriously consider doing so. 


Meyer said he invited several city offi- 


cials to his home and all the aldermen 
except Jim Huddleston, a 4th Ward coun- 
cilman. 


"I didn't invite Jim Huddleston be- 


cause he's involved with the Republican 
slatemaking committee and they had a 
meeting Wednesday night," Meyer said. 


The slatemakers have had difficulty 


deciding which of four announced candi- 
dates to endorse for the primary. Meyer 
has said repeatedly he will run in the 
primary with or without an endorsement. 


Meyer said the slatemakers 
have 


asked him if he would support their tick- 
et if he didn't get the endorsement. "I 
told them I would run with or without 
their slating," he said. "I told them I 
have an obligation to run." 


His obligation, Meyer said, is to the 


five mayors in the new 3rd District who 
are supporting him. When he sought 
their support, he said, they asked him if 
he'd run without the Republican endorse- 
ment, and said they'd support him only if 
he agreed to run with or without party 
backing.

A pre-annexation agreement on proper- 


ty proposed for annexation to Elk Grove 
Village was taken under advisement by 
the village board Tuesday night after the 
board held a public hearing on the mat- 
ter.

drew no opposition nor support from per- 
sons attending the hearing. The tract, 
owned by Mr. and Mrs. Fred Heck, is 
located at the Elmhurst Road-Touhy Av- 
enue-Higgins Road intersection. 


The pre-annexation agreement would 


permit the owners to tap into village wa- 
ter and sewer facilities and allows the 
village to annex the property when it de- 
cides to.

for the chassis of the two 66-passenger 
buses. Victor Ford'was the low bidder at 
$9,430. 


Only two of the five bidders on the 24- 


passenger buses met the specifications 
outlined by the district officials. Fremd 
Brothers submitted a bid of $21,300 and 
Victor Ford submitted a bid of $21,312. 


Since the bids represented a difference 


of only $3 per bus and the buses are 
needed immediately, the board author- 
ized the administration to purchase the 
buses from the bidder who could deliver 
the buses fastest at a cost not to exceed 
'$21,312. 


The administration was also authorized 


to purchase a used 14-passenger bus that 
meets state safety codes at cost not to 
exceed $3,250. The bus will be used to 
transport special education students until 
the 24-passenger buses are delivered 
when it will be saved for emergency use 
or transformed into a mail bus.

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Drug Problem 
To Get Worse, 
Teachers Told 


by JOANN VAN WYE 


Drugs are a problem at Rolling Mead- 


ows High School, the problem is going to 
get worse before it gets better and teach- 
ers have an obligation to educate stu- 
dents about drugs. 


This was the message of a two-hour in- 


service training seminar for faculty 
members at the high school this week. 


Faced with the statistics showing that 


one out of four students at the high 
school have probably used some form of 
illegal drug, three students have been 
hospitalized as the result of drug usage 
since the school opened and four were 
arrested for possession of drugs, the 
seminar was geared to educating teach- 
ers about drugs. Also, what High School 
Dist. 214 is doing about the drug problem 
and what teachers can do to combat 
drug abuse. 


"A movement has been started in the 


district to do something about drug edu- 
cation," Richard Schnell, assistant prin- 
cipal, told the faculty. He explained the 
movement was enacted following a sur- 
vey conducted in Dist. 214 last spring by 
a research team from the University of 
Chicago. 


The survey results led to a directive by 


the board of education for each of the 
high schools in the district to form its 
own drug education program. 


"The philosophy of the board Is that 


kids who have made the decision to use 
drugs have made a bad decision and stu- 
dents involved deeply with drugs need 
help and it is the school's responsibility to 
provide the help," said Schnell.

on drugs is that students caught in pos- 
session of drugs or using drugs will be 
suspended immediately and their parents 
notified. Students caught selling drugs 
are to be suspended immediately, their 
parents informed and the student and his 
parents must appear before the board 
prior to being reinstated in school. 


At Rolling Meadows High School drug 


education is taught in freshman biology 
classes and sophomore physical educa- 
tion classes. The teachers of these two 
courses meet weekly with Dr. Walter 
Gregg of the School of Health Education 
at Northwestern University for in-service 
training in drug education. Dr. Gregg 
was also present for Wednesday's semi- 
nar. 


"I don't have the answer to the drug 


problem; nobody does," said Dr. Gregg. 
"There is no single model to follow. 
Teachers must develop their own pro- 
gram in terms of the students and com- 
munities." 


Dr. Gregg emphasized any drug pro- 


gram must have several dimensions so 
all students are reached and no one is 
"turned off." A drug program should 
have three main phases education, ser- 
vices and environmental controls, he 
said. Dr. Gregg recommended the dis- 
trict try to coordinate its drug education 
program with one in the elementary dis- 
tricts feeding students into the school 
"because many values are formed before 
students reach high school." 


"Getting people off drugs is not the to- 


tal answer. There has to be a follow 
through," said Dr. Gregg. At Rolling 
Meadows High School the guidance de- 
partment personnel, a social worker and 
psychologist work with students with 
drug problems and their parents. Many 
of the students and parents are also re- 
ferred to outside agencies for help. 


Mrs. Fran Pace, community devel- 


opment worker for The Bridge, also 
spoke at the seminar about the services 
The Bridge offers to students with drug 
problems. 


DURING A QUESTION and answer pe- 


riod following the speakers, the teachers 
discussed whether they should be made 
aware of students in their classes with 
drug problems. No decision was made 
but it was pointed out this information 
might prejudice a teacher's opinion of a 
student and make a student less willing 
to confide his problem to anyone. 


The teachers also discussed how to rec- 


ognize students with drug problems and 
once recognized how to approach these 
students about their problems. 


"I don't feel drugs should be taught in 


the schools," said a physical education 
teacher 
currently teaching a drug 


course. She said she felt the course 
should be voluntary. 


"I don't have the knowledge or experi- 


ence to teach drugs to these kids," she 
said. 


She added she felt hi some cases kids 


were actually encouraged to try drugs 
after the course because after learning 
the basic information about drugs they 
decide they aren't so bad and they'll take 
their chances.

you could see that the town was growing 
up. It looked nice," Wolfarth said in an 
interview this week. He had come from 
his home in Wisconsin to speak to the 
Mount Prospect Historical Society. 


"In 1926, Northwest Highway and parts 


of Central Road in Elmhurst were the 
only paved streets, but that year they 
dug up all the streets, getting ready to 
put in 14 miles of pavement. Yes, (he 
town was dead until 1926. Then it grew 
nicely." 


Dr. Wolfarth opened his first office in a 


three-room flat over what is now the 
Busse-Biermann Hardware store. "It 
was Sept. 11, 1927," he said. "I remem- 
ber the exact date because that same 
day William Busse Junior's dry goods 
store caught on fire. 


"THE RENT WAS very high for those 


days — $90 a month, but it was a nice 
place and big, with big rooms." 


Mount Prospect was Ms kind of town. 


It was samll (about 900 people) and he 
could stick to general practice. "You get 
closer to the families that way." 


He charged $1 for an office call and $2 


or $3 for a house call. To deliver a baby 
— mostly done in the home — he 
charged $25 to $30. There weren't many 
other doctors in the area, and most 
people, including the Busses, went to Dr. 
John Best in Arlington Heights. 


However, Dr. Wolfarth got along and 


in 1930 started a 12-bed hospital in Mount 
Prospect at 109-113 W. Prospect Ave. 
"Before I started the hospital, I had to 
go to St. Francis (Hospital) in Evans- 
ton," he said. 


Yet despite having his wife, Caroline, 


double as cook, the hospital was never a 
big financial success and had to be 
closed in 1941. 


"The hospital had been^going well until 


the Depression hit. Then people had no 
money, and doctors didn't get paid. After 
the Depression we began preparing for 
war, and I wanted to enlist as a doctor." 


HE SAID ABOUT that time his three 


or four nurses began demanding more 
money. "It became a losing proposition." 


Dr. Wolfarth joined the military for 


three years and in 1945 resumed his local 
practice. "This was the only time I made 
any money," he said. "Today a young 
man who wants to be a doctor becomes 
what we call a specialist and immediate- 
ly begins to make a lot of money." 


He retired in 1965 because he "wanted 


to slow down" and because Mount Pros- 
pect was becoming too big. He is now 
semi-retired in a Wisconsin town of 700 
people, Hustis Ford. 


The 72-year-old doctor recalled the 


Touhy family, patients of his who could 
always afford to pay. "The Touhys were 
good .customers. They used to be the only 
ones who could pay. They'd unroll those 
bills and count them off." 


(Roger Touhy directed a bootleg beer 


distribution for several years in this 
area.)

Mohawk Gave 
Chimu Lane 
Short Life 


Chimu Lane in Mount Prospect had a 


short life. It is now Mohawk Lane. 


Originally, the street was named Rob- 


erts Lane. As one of some 29 streets in 
the newly annexed portion of the village 
with names similar to streets already 
within the municipality, Roberts Lane 
was changed to Chimu Lane when the 
village board passed an ordinance Nov. 
2. 


Tuesday night at the village board 


meeting, six families presented their sec- 
ond petition requesting a change to Mo- 
hawk Lane. The village board passed the 
change unanimously. 


On Nov. 16, the same request had been 


included with five other street name 
change petitions. The board voted down 
all six in a split vote, 3 to 2.

He said they had 
to protect the interests of the minority, 
and unless the board would be willing to 
underwrite the costs accruing to a minor- 
ity who might oppose the change, he 
could not accede to anything less than a 
petition with 100 per cent of residents' 
signatures.

the board was not infallible. "I don't feel 
any of our laws are unamendable." He 
said he felt their choice of Mohawk Lane 
was a good one. 


"I hope you're going to win this one," 


Monroe said to Norbert Ciesil of 1710 
Chimu Ln., who was speaking for the 
group. 


Ciesil told the board he felt home- 


owners would have a hard time selling a 
home if it were on Chimu Lane. 


"It is an (indisputable fact that the 


name Chimu is an objectionable name by 
reasonable standards," he said.

school board, read a letter from Schuld 
saying the tap-on fee to hook the three 
schools plus Eisenhower School to the 
OTSD lines is $25,000, or $15,000 for the 
three schools and $10,000 for Eisenhower. 
Schuld's letter was in answer to a 
request by Supt. Edward Grodsky for a 
written bid for the tap-on fee 


THE SCHOOL district has budgeted 


$30,000 to connect Betsy Ross, Sullivan 
and MacArthur to a permanent sewer 
line.

be opened at a special meeting next 
Wednesday. 


The MSD has set a Jan 1 deadline for 


obtaining a permit for a sewer and Jan. 
30 to finish the project. 


The school district had been cited by 


MSD for polluting McDonald Creek and 
was ordered to present plans to hook up 
to a permanent sewer at the Tuesday 
meeting with the MSD. 


HOWEVER 
GRODSKY told board 


members that tests by MSD inspectors 
s h o w e d that alleged pollution of 
McDonald Creek by the district was ac- 
tually due to a break in a line on Maple 
Street in Arlington Heights. He said Ar- 
lington Heights pumped the creek and 
eliminated the source of pollution. 


Board member Robert LeForge said, 


"If the bids (construction and OTSD tap- 
on fee) add up to more than $30,000 to 
hook up to OTSD, then we can't accept 
them. We told the voters we wouldn't 
spend more than the $30,000 budgeted 
and we can't spend money we haven't 
got" 


SCHULD SAID, "The sanitary board 


feels $15,000 (tap-on fee) is a fair price to 
ask the school district and school board 
to pay." 


Schuld previously has told the board 


that part of Dist. 23 is outside the sani- 
tary district and it would be unfair to 


residents of OTSD for people outside the 
sanitary district to benefit from the facil- 
ities without paying. 


If in the next few weeks the school

Sehuld has said the sanitary district 


has a written agreement with MSD that 
states anyone tying into the interceptor 
must get a permit from OTSD.

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Lincoln County Supporter Resigns; Plan Is Delayed

The study to form Lincoln County is 


now in a "holding pattern" following 
committee chairman Merwin E. Soper's 
announcement Wednesday he will leave 
the area by Jan. 1. 


According to Wendell Jones, who, with 


Soper, originated the plan to carve Lin- 
coln County out of Cook County by 'the 
secession of six Northwest suburban 
townships, the new county plan "is not 
anything we'll get on the ballot soon. 


"We're all going in different directions, 


with Soper going the furthest of any of 


us," Jones said. 


Soper resigned his position as a Pala- 


tine village trustee Wednesday when he 
announced he will move to Hartford, 
Conn, next month to take on responsi- 
bilities of a new job with Aetna Insur- 
ance Co. 


Besides Soper's sudden move, the var- 


ied individual activities of several of the 
nine study committee members has 
caused a temporary freeze in the in- 
vestigations into the formation of Lincoln 
County, Jones said.. 


HE SAID Rep. David J. Regner's re- 


cent announcement to seek a seat in the 
State Senate from the 3rd District will 
cut into the amount of time he would be 
able to spend as a member of the Lincoln 
County study committee. 


The study group is currently awaiting 


a constitutional interpretation from State 
Atty. Gen. William Scott on legal aspects 
of disannexation from an existing county 
in the state. 


However, Jones said Scott's opinion 


may not be coming soon because of 
Scott's future political plans and possible 
campaigning. This would further delay 


Merwin E.

Residential Forces Battle Zoning 


Richard Springston brought his zoning 


case to the Mount Prospect Village 
Board Tuesday night. 


Angry residents who live adjacent to 


the zoning site at the northwest corner of 
Cottonwood Lane and Llnneman Road, 
and three members of the plan commis- 
sion were on hand to argue against the 
change. 


Springston, of 212 S. I-Oka Ave., had 


abandoned his efforts to get R-4 apart- 
ment zoning for the site which is pre- 
sently zoned single-family. Instead he 
was asking the board for a combination 
of R-3 and R-2 which would allow con- 
struction of a seven-unit building at the 
corner with seven duplexes to the north 
in the stretch along Linneman Road. 


THE BOARD DID not act on Spring- 


ston's request but rather directed him 
back to the plan commission to work out 
a plan that could involve 16 units of 
cluster housing on the land. 


Board members felt that if they voted 


and the request was denied, all avenues 
except a legal suit would be closed to 
Springston. Trustee Daniel J, Ahern said 
he for one would be afraid of litigation 
and "getting something worse like R-4 
zoning" for the land. 


The main thrust of the plan commis- 


sion members' arguments, as expressed 
by member Robert McBride, was that 
even the currently proposed 21 units in 
the planned development would be too 
dense. 


"We realize the excessive depth of the 


property is a disadvantage for single- 
family development," 
McBride <aid. 


"But there is no cause for the density to 
be higher than what's across the street. 
We feel 16 units would be more reason- 
able." 


Across the street Is Kenroy's devel- 


opment of Huntington Estates, which 
when completed will have cluster hous- 
ing with a density of eight units per acre 
just east of Lmneman Road. The figure 
was given to the board by McBride. 


TRUSTEE George B. Anderson agreed 


with the plan commission members that 
Linneman Road and Cottonwood Lane 
form natural buffer zones surrounding 
the single-family area. He said a back- 
yard boundry line would not form such a 
natural barrier. 


When Springston presented his case, he 


said his plan development "sure won't 
hurt the neighborhood, and I feel some- 
thing should be built there." 


A delegation from Hickory Drive the 


street behind the Springston property, 
disagreed. Betty Peterson of 1413 Hick- 
ory Dr., said when they moved in the 
landowner told them that single-family 
homes would go in on the vacant lot. 
(Springston bought the land early last 
summer from Salvatore DiMucci, a local 
builder.) 


She pointed out too that the land across 


from the Cottonwood apartments was 
sold after the apartments were built and 
they are single-family. 


"You can't say you can't sell the land 


because apartments will be across the 
street," Mrs. Peterson said.

for Cook County State's Attorney) would 


beat Ed Hanrahan, then maybe the 
whole idea of Lincoln County should be 
scrapped," he said, explaining that an 
increase in Republican influence in Cook 
County would take away the need for 
creating a new suburban county. 


JONES SAID HE tried to get Carey, 


who lives in a south Cook County suburb, 
on the Lincoln County study committee, 
but Carey refused because of reasons 
dealing with "his political future in Cook 
County." 


Concerning Soper's replacement as 


chairman of the study committee, Jones 
said that "if the committee wants to con- 
tinue its study, it will have to get togeth- 
er to elect a new chairman." 


"I don't think Lincoln County is just 


one person," he said. 


Jones said he did not know when the 


next meeting would be, but said not 
much could be done until a legal opinion 
is received from Scott. 


He said Regner has received informa- 


tion from several other states on the le- 
galities of disannexation from an existing 
county. This information will be consid- 
ered at the next study meeting to deter- 
mine the next course of action, he said. 


The initial proposal for Lincoln County, 


made in August, calls for disannexation 
of Elk Grove, Barrington, Hanover, Pal- 
atine, Schaumburg and Wheeling town- 
ships, all Republican dominated, from 
Cook County. The new county would have 
a total population of almost 350,000, rank- 
ing it within the top five largest counties 
in the state.

Television Interference? Set May Need A Filter 


by KURT BAER 


If Mantovani has been providing the 


television commentary to the Sunday af- 
ternoon football game at your house, 
you're a victim of what the engineers 
call "signal intermodulation." 


For many residents in northern Arling- 


ton Heights who have had trouble 
recently tuning in NBC Channel 5, the 
ultimate remedy may be a special filter 
attached to the set which can sort out the 
primary signal from other interfering 
broadcasts. 


The average cost of these devices, 


called high pass filters, is $3 to $5, ac- 
cording to television servicemen. 


The reception troubles stem from the 


broadcast operation of WYEN, a new 
50,000-watt Des Plaines FM station with 
a transmitting tower on Dundee Road, 
west of Arlington Heights Road. 


Station Mgr. Ed Walters said his engi- 


neers have tested several different types 
of high pass filters, and have found at 
least one that will clear up the reception 
problem. 


"WHAT WE'LL do is make up an in- 


formation letter to send to residents near 
the transmitter, telling them about the 
filter," Walters said. 


He said that members of his staff have 


been working on the interference problem 


since the station began broadcasting last 
Friday. 


According to a field engineer for the 


Federal 
Communications Commission 


(FCC) in Chicago, WYEN, 106.7 on the 
FM dial, has been interacting with 
WEXI, an Arlington Heights FM.station, 
to produce a frequency very close to 
that of Channel 5. 


"There's not a thing in the world we 


can do about it," said Edwin Johnson, an 
engineer at Channel 5. "If the FCC and 
the engineers at WYEN can clean up the 
transmission, it should help. However, 
people right next to the tower are 


bound to continue to have trouble." 


"We just bought a new color television 


and usually all we get on Channel 5 are 
a lot of wiggly lines," said Mrs. M. Co- 
hen, of 806 E. Burr Oak Dr., in the Berk- 
ley 
Square subdivision of Arlington 


Heights. 


Other residents in northern subdivi- 


sions report similar reception trouble, 
particularly with color sets. 


"FILTERING the signal at the set, or 


in the case of an apartment building, at 
the building's antenna amplifier, is the 
best way to remedy the problem," ac- 
cording to an FCC engineer. 


He said the intermodulation or mixing 


of signals is a continual problem in met- 
ropolitan areas. 


"Presumably this is checked out be- 


fore a license to broadcast is given out. 
What you have to do is weigh the good 
points against the bad," he said. 


"In extreme situations, a station could 


be forced off the air. But that kind of 
decision would have to come irom Wash- 
ington." 


The FCC requires that any station, ra- 


dio or television, remain within its as- 
signed channel frequency. 


Johnson said it was not uncommon for 


new transmitters to waiver outside their 
prescribed broadcast limits. 


"Getting a new station on the air is 


like getting all the bugs out of a new 
car," he said. "It takes a little time." 


Walters, however, said he believes the 


WYEN transmitter is functioning cor- 
rectly and that the reception interference 
is more a factor of the station's high 
power. 


Johnson said Channel 5's power, by the 


time it is picked up by antennas in Ar- 
lington Heights, is about 500 microvelts, 
or one millionth of a volt, compared to 
what he estimated to be the 50-volt pow- 
er of WYEN.

Home rule governments — municipal- 


ities and counties with more than 25,000 
residents — were given broad powers to 
regulate their own procedures, including 
how and where city officials would meet, 
DiLeonardi said. If the state legislature 
wants to enforce the old rules, it will 
have to pass a new Open Meetings Act, 
Ancel said. 


In sharp disagreement, State Rep. An- 


thony Scariano, D-Park Forest, sponsor 
of the law passed in 1957 and amended in 
1967, said the Open Meetings Act specifi- 
cally states that it alllies to "all" govern- 
ments, which would mean home rule 
governments too. 


He said yesterday he would fight in 


court "any advocate of secrecy who 
wants to close the door and draw the cur- 
tains" to deny the public's right to know 
how its government is being conducted. 


Compounding the apparent confusion 


over home rule, a spokesman for the Illi- 
nois Department of Local Government 
Affairs said the state's policy is that the 
law must be followed by a home rule unit 
until it passes its own open meetings or- 
dinance, which may be weaker, the 
same, or stronger than the state law. 


Although the questions about the open 


meetings act will ultimately be settled by 
the state legislature and the courts, none 
of the city officials contacted in the three 
home rule Northwest suburbs indicated 
that changes were corning soon or that a 
policy of closed meetings would be devel- 
oped. 


DiLeonardi, who is a member of a law- 


yers home rule study committee for the 
Illinois Municipal League the state's 
largest organization of public officials, 
told Des Plaines aldermen this week 
that, in his opinion, the act no longer ap- 
plies.

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Eye Recreation Staff Reductions 


In an attempt to stretch its budget, the 


Arlington Heights Park District recrea- 
tion committee has suggested discarding 
a few poorly attended programs, and re- 
ducing others. 


Since 52 per cent of the summers' 


budget was spent on personnel, the'rec- 
reation committee is looking closely at 
areas in which personnel can be cut. One 
place, the staff may be cut in half is in 
the supervised playground activities. 


"Along with the supervised playground 


activities, we have golf, archery, baton 
and cheerleading as specialized instruc- 
tional activities going at the same time," 
said Ronald H. Dodd, superintendent of 
recreation, "I feel one person instead of 
two at the nine playgrounds can ade-

Dodd also suggests that one instead of

summer. An average of 40 children used 
the units each day. 


Activities which come out very low on 


the recreation committee's priority' list, 
and may not be offered next summer, 
include physical fitness, which had 39 
participants all summer; the Recreation 
Park coffeehouse; and the Pawnee-Pal. 
Day Camp, which only had 64 partici- 
pants in three sessions.

DISTRICT Board of 


Trustees as well as the administration 
hope to keep as many events as possible 
free of charge and or at minimal costs, 
There have been few recommendations 
of raising activity prices, even with the 
. tight budget. 


Among activities with a great deal of 


participation is trampolining with an at- 
tendance total of 5,397 for the summer. 
Since so many children have enrolled in 


these classes, the recreation committee 
is suggesting the addition of an instruc- 
tor and a limit of 15 participants to the 
hour-long class. 


New art activities, including craft cor- 


ners and art in the park, were very suc- 
cessful and will be continued.

opinion yet on the effect of home rule 
powers on the open meetings act. 


Ancel. who heads a subcommittee of 


the league's home rule study group, said 
many other attorneys agree with his 
opinion. Scariano said Ancel's opinion 
was published last spring by the league 
in its monthly newsletter. 


Several municipal attorneys in south- 


ern Illinois and in Champaign have also 
notified their clients that they feel the 
state law no longer applies, Scariano 
said. 


Very few home rule changes have been 


tested in the courts, according to Joan 
Anderson, a former Con Con delegate 
who now advises the state department of 
local government. 


It was the intent of the Home rule com- 


mittee at Con Con to leave Lo the local 
goverments and local pressures the de- 
tails of procedural decisions, such as 
keeping meetings open to the public, she 
said. 


Home rule grants communities powers 


that were formerly reserved to the state 
legislature. Home rule municipalities 
have new powers to license for regu- 
lation of services, and the means to 
change the form of the governmental 
structure and ways of taxing, Mrs. An- 
derson said. 


The state legislature can remove most 


home rule powers through legislation 
passed by a three-fifths majority, she 
said. 


The Public Meetings Act, often called 


the Scariano Act, forbids closed meetings 
except in certain circumstances in- 
volving discussions of personnel and hir- 
ing, purchase of real estate, and wage 
negotiations. 


Adequate notice must be made of 


meetings and violation of the act can 
mean a fine of not more than $100 or

Lincoln County Talks Delayed

The study to form Lincoln County is 


now in a "holding pattern" following 
committee chairman Merwin £. Soper's 
announcement Wednesday he will leave 
the area by Jan. 1.

caused a temporary freeze in the in- 
vestigations into the formation of Lincoln 
County, Jones said... 


HE SAID Rep. David J. Regner's re- 


cent announcement to seek a seat in the 
State Senate from the 3rd District will 
cut into the amount of time he would be 
able to spend as a member of the Lincoln 
County study committee. 


The study group is currently awaiting 


a constitutional interpretation from State 
Atty.

The new county would have 
a total population of almost 350,000, rank- 
ing it within the top five largest counties 
in the state. 


Shared Computer Program 
To Start In Six Months 


The four-town shared computer facility 


for Mount Prospect, Arlington Heights, 
Des Plaines and Park Ridge may be in 
operation within six months, according to 
a Mount Prospect trustee. 


Donald B. Furst, chairman of 'the fi- 


nance committee of Mount Prospect, 
said he will present the Mount Prospect 
Village Board with a recommendation at 
the Dec. 21 board meeting. The village 
could give the go-ahead at this time. 


Mount Prospect had been the only 


community holding back its approval on 
the computer plan prepared by Touche, 
Ross & Co. The accounting firm has rec- 
ommended the four towns set up and 
share the cost of a centralized computer 
and personnel. 


Mount Prospect's objections to the 


plan concerned the high initial cost of 
the system and the fear that the village 
would end up paying for a lot of dead 
time, when the computer would not be in 
use. 


FURST AID the other three commu- 


nities have agreed with Mount Prospect 
on three points. These were that the pri- 
ority of items for computer use be al- 
tered so water billing could be included, 
that a computer manager be selected be- 
fore funds are committed and that the 
"pretty defined" schedule of when hard- 
ware should be purchased be altered so 
that it will be more flexible. 


"I feel we have to move positively on 


this," Furst said 


The Touche, Ross report cost about 


$14,000, shared by the four towns. Ac- 
cording to the study, the annual costs of 
operating the central facility over a 10- 
year period would be $20,000 a year for 
Mount Prospect, $19,000 a year for Ar- 
lington Heights, $40,000 a year for Des 
Plaines and $22,000 a year for Park 
Ridge. 


These costs are based on the actual 


time each town would be using the com- 
puter which could also be used for pay- 
rolling, compiling police information and 
other operations.

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Closed Meetings Legal, 
Says City Attorney

M u n i c i p a l officials in Arlington 


Heights, 
Mount Prospect 
and 
Des 


Plaines are no longer required by law to 
do the public's business in public, ac- 
cording to an apparently widely-held in- 
terpretation of the new home rule pow- 
ers. 


Des Plaines City Atty. Robert DiLeo- 


nardi and Louis Ancel, who heads one of 
the largest legal firms representing Illi- 
nois municipal governments, both feel 
the state law which requires officials to 
conduct most debate and decision-mak- 
ing only at open, public meetings, does 
not apply to those communities allowed 
new powers last July when the new Illi- 
nois Constitution went jnto effect. 


Home rule governm'ents — municipal- 


ities and counties with more than 25,000 
residents — were given broad powers to 
regulate their own procedures, including 
how and where city officials would meet, 
DiLeonardi said. If the state legislature 
wants to enforce the old rules, it will 
have to pass a new Open Meetings Act, 
Ancel said. 


In sharp disagreement, State Rep. An- 


thony Scariano, D-Park Forest, sponsor 
of the law passed in 1957 and amended in 
1967, said the Open Meetings Act specifi- 
cally states that it alllies to "all" govern- 
ments, which would mean home rule 
governments too. 


He said yesterday he would fight in 


court "any advocate of secrecy who 
wants to close the door and draw the cur- 
tains" to deny the public's right to know 
how its government is being conducted. 


Compounding the apparent confusion 


over home rule, a spokesman for the Illi- 
nois Department of Local Government 
Affairs said the state's policy is that the 
law must be followed by a home rule unit 
until it passes its own open meetings or- 
dinance, which may be weaker, the 
same, or stronger than the state law. 


Although the questions about the open 


meetings act will ultimately be settled by 
the state legislature and the courts, none 
of the city officials contacted in the three 
home rule Northwest suburbs indicated 
that changes were coming soon or that a 


policy of closed meetings would be devel- 
oped. 


DiLeonardi, who is a member of a law- 


yers home rule study committee for the 
Illinois Municipal League the state's 
largest organization of public officials, 
told Des Plaines aldermen this week 
that, in his opinion, the act no longer ap- 
plies. He advised the city to set up a 
committee to study home rule changes. 


Arlington Heights Mayor John Walsh 


said he has heard no opinion yet on the 
Open Meetings Act, adding that his vil- 
lage has maintained a strict policy of 
open meetings and would continue to do 
so with or without the state law. 


John Zimmerman, attorney for Mount 


Prospect, said he had not formed any 
opinion yet on the effect of home rule 
powers on the open meetings act. 


Ancel, who heads a subcommittee of 


the league's home rule study group, said 
many other attorneys agree with his 
opinion. Scariano said Ancel's opinion

Des Plaines Radio 
Snows Arlington 


THIS WYEN TRANSMITTER has been 
raising havoc with -television recep- 
tion in the homes of many northern 
Arlington 
Heights 
residents. Engi- 


neers say a small filter will clear up 
the interference problem which has 
particularly affected NBC Channel 5,

If Mantovani has been providing the 


television commentary to the Sunday af- 
ternoon football game at your house, 
you're a victim o£ what the engineers 
call "signal intermodulation." 


For many residents in northern Arling- 


ton Heights who have had trouble 
recently tuning in NBC Channel 5, the 
ultimate remedy may be a special filter 
attached to the set which can sort out the 
primary signal from other interfering 
broadcasts. 


The average cost of these devices, 


called high pass filters, is $3 to $5, ac- 
cording to television servicemen. 


The reception troubles stem from the 


broadcast operation of WYEN, a new 
50,000-watt Des Plaines FM station with 
a transmitting tower on Dundee Road, 
west of Arlington Heights Road. 


Station Mgr. Ed Walters said his engi- 


neers have tested several different types 
of high pass filters, and have found at 
least one that will clear up the reception 
problem. 


"WHAT WE'LL do is make up an in- 


formation letter to send to residents near 
the transmitter, telling them about the 
filter," Walters said. 


He said that members of his staff have 


been working on the interference problem 
since the station began broadcasting last 
Friday. 


According to a field engineer for the 


Federal Communications Commission 
(FCC) hi Chicago, WYEN, 106.7 on the 
FM dial, has been interacting with 
WEXI, an Arlington Heights FM station, 
to produce a frequency very close to 
that of Channel 5. 


"There's not a thing in the world we 


can do about it," said Edwin Johnson, an 
engineer at Channel 5. "If the FCC and 
the engineers at WYEN can clean up the 
transmission, it should help. However, 


people right next to the tower are 
bound to continue to have trouble." 


"We just bought a new color television 


and usually all we get on Channel 5 are 
a lot of wiggly lines," said Mrs. M. Co- 
hen, of 806 E. Burr Oak Dr., in the Berk- 
ley Square subdivision of Arlington 
Heights. 


Other residents in northern subdivi- 


sions report similar reception trouble, 
particularly with color sets. 


"FILTERING the signal at the set, or 


in the case of an apartment building, at 
the building's antenna aniplifier, is the 
best way to remedy the problem," ac- 
cording to an FCC engineer. 


He said the intermodulation or mixing 


of signals is a continual problem in met- 
ropolitan areas. 


"Presumably this is checked out be- 


fore a license to broadcast is given out. 
What you have to do is weigh the good 
points against the bad," he said.' 


"In extreme situations, a station could 


be forced off the air. But that kind of 
decision would have to come from Wash- 
ington." 


The FCC requires that any station, ra- 


dio or television, remain within its as- 
signed channel frequency. 


Johnson said it was not uncommon for 


. new transmitters to waiver outside their 


prescribed broadcast limits. 


"Getting a new station on the air is 


like getting all the bugs out of a new 
car," he said. "It takes a little time." 


Walters, however, said he believes the 


WYEN transmitter is functioning cor- 
rectly and that the reception interference 
is more a factor of the station's high 
power. 


Johnson said Channel 5's power, by the 


time it is picked up by antennas in Ar- 
lington Heights, is about 500 microvolts, 
or one millionth of a volt, compared to 
what he estimated to be the 50-volt pow- 
er of WYEN.

CMCC 'Scare 
Tactics' Are 
Criticized 


Des Plaines Aid. Robert Sherwood 


(2nd) yesterday criticized the Concerned 
M e t r o p o l i t a n Citizens Committee 
(CMCC) for using "scare tactics against 
the elderly." 


The CMCC this week said city council's 


rejection of a five-point CMCC proposal 
to encourage low, and moderate-income 
housing for families might endanger fed- 
eral funds for a proposed apartment 
building for low-income senior citizens 
here. 


Aid. Sherwood, a candidate 5th District 


state representative and head of the 
council committee which urged rejection 
of the CMCC housing proposals, pre- 
dicted the council would "unanimously" 
deny a "CMCC request to reconsider the 
proposals. 


He denied the CMCC charge the city 


council rejection Monday of the propos- 
als meant the city has adopted a poh'cy 
of "racial and economic discrimination" 
or that senior citizen housing funds 
would be endangered because of the 
council action. 


DES PLAINES has an open housing or- 


dinance, Sherwood said, and the board 
appointed to enforce the law heard no 
complaints. 


As for economic discrimination, any- 


one who can afford to live in the city 
may live here, he said. "There is nothing 
in the federal law saying we have to low- 
er property values to meet the economic 
situation of all." 


Des Plaines residents worked hard to 


earn enough to live in this community, 
often escaping from the living conditions 
created by public housing in Chicago, 
Sherwood said. 


"I, for one, will not be frightened by 


the CMCC threats about senior citizen 
housing, or that low and moderate-in- 
come housing will be forced upon us any- 
way. This is a typical threat used by ul- 
tra-liberal groups," Sherwood said. 


He also denied a CMCC statement that 


the council had mandated a special hous- 
ing commission, which Sherwood had 
recommended, to "perpetuate racial and 
economic discrimination in the city's 
housing poh'cy." 


The council doesn't mandate commis- 


sions, he said. The proposed commission, 
which the council may create at the Dec. 
20 meeting, will study what it wants to, 
he said. 


IN A CMCC statement Wednesday, the 


group claimed that the city council ac- 
tion to reject its proposals would make 
federal funding of a proposed senior citi- 
zen apartment building at Lee Street and 
Ashland Avenue "highly unlikely." 


Woodrin Kee, program manager for 


the U.S. Department of Housing and Ur- 
ban Development (HUD) which would 
fund senior citizen housing, said that the 
U.S. government has "equal opportunity

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Steve Hegg Has Foot 
In The Door Of Success

Steve Hegg never thought he'd be a 


shoe salesman. 


But now the Elk Grove High School se- 


nior is one of the leading salesmen for 
the Jarman's Shoe Store chain as part of 
the cooperative work tiaming program 
at the high school 


"It isn't hard work I just try to please 


people as much as possible," he ex- 
plains. "I have a good future with the 
company." 


Steve is one of 100 students in the pro- 


gram at the school and is one of many 
"success stories" pointed to by coordina- 
tor Rrchard Penley. 


Before he began the program, Penley 


said, Steve was one of the students "who 
the academic life had turned off." Now 
his boss at Jarman's in Woodfield is talk- 
ing about making him a store manager 
when he graduates. 


Penley says many students have expe- 


riences much like Hegg's. One boy who 
was in the program last year is now a 
supervisor at an awning company in the 
Elk Grove Village industrial area. 


"MOST OF THE employers prefer kids 


on the work program because they are 
accountable to someone. I've never found 
any of them who hesitate, and I've had 
owners of businesses, really busy men, 
who sit down with me and some of the 


kids for quite a bit of time." 


Once the students get into the pro- 


gram, he said, they start school with the 
"reville" class at 7 45 a.m. and then set 
up hours to work in the afternoon and 
evening. Steve frequently works until his 
store closes at 9 o'clock at night. 


All the students find their own jobs 


with some guidance from the coordinator 
they work with. Some change jobs sev- 
eral times while looking for something 
that suits them, but others settle right in, 
Penley said. "I have some job hoppers 
and sometimes I allow it. I always make 
the decision on the basis of the individual 
student." 


In addition, the students often find 


more meaning in their regular high 


school classes once they start work, Pen- 
ley said. Steve agrees, explaining that a 
marketing class he is taking "helps me 
with the ]ob."

THE WORK PROGRAM has been ex- 


panding each year since the high school 
opened in 1965 At first, Penley said, he 
was the only coordinator, then another 
teacher was assigned half-time 


Now the school has two full-time coor- 


dinators and a half-time coordinator with 
more and more students seeking the pro- 
gram. 


And Penley does not think it must be 


confined to "academically alienated" 
students. "There is a need for work ex- 
perience for any student. I see no bounds 
for this type of thing."

Lincoln County Talks Delayed

The study to form Lincoln County is 


now in a "holding pattern" following 
committee chairman Merwin E. Soper's 
announcement Wednesday he will leave 
the area by Jan. 1. 


According to Wendell Jones, who, with 


Soper. originated the plan to carve Lin- 
coln County out of Cook County by the 
secession of six Northwest suburban 
townships, the new county plan "is not 
anything we'll get on the ballot soon. 


"We're all going in different directions, 


with Soper going the furthest of any of 
us," Jones said. 


Soper resigned his position as a Pala- 


tine village trustee Wednesday when he 
announced he will move to Hartford, 
Conn next month to take on responsi- 
bilities of a new job with Aetna Insur- 
ance Co. 


Besides Soper's sudden move, the var- 


ied individual activities of several of the 
nine study committee members has 
caused a temporary freeze in the in- 
vestigations into the formation of Lincoln 
County, Jones said 


ME SAID Rep. David J. Regner's re- 


cent announcement to seek a seat in the 
State Senate from the 3rd District will 
cut into the amount of time he would be 
able to spend as a member of the Lincoln 
County study committee. 


The study group is currently awaiting 


a constitutional interpretation from State 
Atty. Gen. William Scott on legal aspects 
of disannexation from an existing county 
in the state. 


However. Jones said Scott's opinion 


may not be coming soon because of 
Scott's future political plans and possible 
campaigning. This would further delay 
the studies of the committee. 


"At least the seed has been planted," 


Jones said. He anticipated interest in the 
whole Lincoln County idea would in- 
crease following the November, 1972 
elections, if the outcome is similar to the 
Democratic landslide in Cook County No- 
vember. 1970. 


"If Bernard Carey (Republican slated 


for Cook County State's Attorney) would 
beat Ed Hanrahan, then maybe the 
whole idea of Lincoln County should be 


scrapped," he said, explaining that an 
increase in Republican influence in Cook 
County would take away the need for 
creating a new suburban county. 


JONES SAID HE tried to get Carey, 


who lives In a south Cook County suburb, 
on the Lincoln County study committee, 
but Carey refused because of reasons 
dealing with "his political future in Cook 
County." 


Concerning Soper's replacement as 


chairman of the study committee, Jones 
said that "if the committee wants to con- 
tinue its study, it will have to get togeth- 
er to elect a new chairman." 


"I don't think Lincoln County is just 


one person," he said. 


Jones said he did not know when the 


next meeting would be, but said not 
much could be done until a legal opinion 
is received from Scott. 


He said Regner has received informa- 


tion from several other states on the le- 
galities of disannexation from an existing 
county. This information will be consid- 
ered at the next study meeting to deter- 
mine the next course of action, he said. 


The initial proposal for Lincoln County, 


made in August, calls for disannexation 
of Elk Grove, Harrington, Hanover, Pal- 
atine, Schaumburg and Wheeling town- 
ships, all Republican dominated, from 
Cook County. The new county would have 
a total population of almost 350,000, rank- 
ing it within the top five largest counties 
in the state.

The lone voice of dissent among Cook 


County Democratic leaders at the meet- 
ing Tuesday at which State's Attorney 
Edward V. Hanrahan was endorsed for 
reelection belonged to Palatine Township 
committeeman Richard Mugalian. 


Mugalian said he called out his opposi- 


tion "on one office" when the assembled 
members of the Cook County Democratic 
Central Committee were asked to ratify 
the ticket of county candidates selected 
by the siatemaking committee. 


Neither U. S. Rep. Daniel D. Rosten- 


kowski of Chicago, chairman of the 
meeting, nor Mayor Richard J. Daley in- 
quired of Mugalian to which office he 
was objecting, Mugalian said. 


Mugaban's account of the meeting was 


verified by other committeemen at the 
closed-door session. 


The Palatine Democratic emphasized 


that he had no voice in the siatemaking, 
even though he was the only member of 
the county central committee to ask to 
be included in the siatemaking body. 


"I wrote two letters to Daley asking 


for the appointment," he said. "I got no 
response." 


MUGALIAN SAID that the meeting 


consisted simply of a reading of the list 
of the candidates by Rostenkowski, who 
then called for a voice vote of ratifica- 
tion by the full committee. 


After the nearly unanimous "aye" 


vote, Mugalian said, he told Rosten- 
kowski in a loud voice, "Palatine Town- 
ship votes "no" on one office." 


Daley responded, "It will be so record- 


ed," according to Mugalian. 


No other dissenting votes were cast, 


but New Trier Township committeeman 
Lynn A. Williams said later he abstained 
from the vote. 


He said a number of committeemen 


came to him later to inquire- about his 
objection. "Some of them told me I was 
crazy to speak out," he reported. 


Mugalian said he raised the objection 


because he had run for committeeman in 
Palatine Township on the promise to be 
responsive to the opinions of his precinct 
captains. "We took a vote on only one 
candidate — Ed Hanrahan," he said. 
"There was only one vote for Hanra- 
han." 


MUGALIAN SAID no other offices 


were voted upon because his organiza- 
tion was not informed by the slatema- 
kers whom they were considering for 
nomination. 


Objections to Hanrahan's candidacy 


stem from the fact that he is under in- 
dictment for obstruction of justice in his 
office's investigation of a police raid on 
Black Panther Party headquarters in 
which two men were killed. 


Mugalian said that most members of 


his organization are "not terribly ex- 
cited" about the rest of'the Cook County 
slate. 


"We ask our people to go out and work 


for the county ticket," he said, "but it is 
difficult to do that when they don't have 
a voice in the selection of that ticket."

Loom For French Women

(London Financial Times —DPI) 


PARIS — New prospects of liberation 


from traditional dead-end jobs are open- 
ing up for French women of all ages." 
'-The prospects arise from an ambitious 
technical training program due to start 
in France next year. Over $165 million 
has been set aside for the program which 
is intended to benefit all age groups of 
both sexes and to cover all types of train- 
ing, both in industry and technical col- 
leges. 
. An important innovation will be the in- 
troduction of basic training and refresher 
courses during working hours. 


An indirect consequence of this new 


training program will be to wean women 
away from office work into skilled jobs 
in industry. Industrialists have: been 
competing with the service sector on an 
unequal footing, women clearly prefering 
clerical jobs which require short training 
periods, offer more congenial working 
conditions and carry the benefits of the 
monthly-paid wage. 


INDUSTRY, HOWEVER, is now also 


abandoning the hourly wage and has nar- 
rowed down the difference in pay be- 
tween men and women, at least for the 
lowest paid workers. 


Women have made up a steady one 


third of the total French working popu- 
lation 20 million for many years, but the 
proportion of married women who go out 
to work has been rising. It is now as high 


. as one fifth of the total women's work 


force. 


One reason for this trend is a recent 


drop- in the French birth rate. With an 
average of two children per family, 
women are becoming freer at a younger 
age to seek, or return to, work. Better 
educational standards also make women 
want to continue their careers, and a ris- 
ing standard of living is constantly creat- 
ing new demands which women want to 
satisfy by making a contribution to the 
family budget.

Also new is the fact that the service 


sector is attracting a majority of women, 
so that banking, insurance, trade, com- 
merce and clerical jobs in public admin- 
istration are becoming predominantly 
feminine occupations. At the same time, 
industry's 
demand for women has 


changed considerably; the unskilled jobs 
previously filled by women are now often 
performed by machines.

The SEC had five teams rated in the 


top 11 in the Associated Press poll. 


The SEC had five teams rated in the 


top 10 in the UPI poll. 


The SEC will have six teams compete 


in bowl games this season. 


Against foes other than conference riv- 


als, the SEC won 37 games, lost seven 
and tied one for a .841 percentage — 60 
percentage points better than the Big 
Eight. The Big Eight was 24-7-1 for a .781 
mark. 


The Pacific Eight was third with 19-16 


(.543), the Western Athletic Conference 
was fourth with 1646-2 (.500), the South- 
west Conference was fifth with 12-17-1 
sixth with 15-24 (.385) and that awesome- 
ly powerful Big Ten was 9-16-1 for an 
awesomely impressive .360. 


No other conference in the country pro- 


duced a list of team which put together 
such outstanding records as the SEC did.

4. OKLAHOMA — The Sooners played 


a few fine teams including Southern Cali- 
fornia, Texas, Colorado and Nebraska. 
But the total record of its 10-1 schedule 
played .530 ball. 


5. GEORGIA — The Bulldogs'went 10-1 


with its only loss coming at the hands of 
another SEC power, Auburn. 


6. TENNESSEE — The Vols had a 9-2 


season, again losing only to SEC oppo- 
nents, Alabama and Auburn. They fin- 
ished their season by destroying that 
Eastern power, Penn State, 31-11. 


7. MICHIGAN — The best team in a 


weak conference, the Wolverines barely 
got by a couple of ordinary teams by 
three points — Purdue and Ohio State. 
The rest of the schedule was made up of 
such powerhouses s Navy, Iowa, Indiana, 
Virginia and Minnesota.

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Does Referendum 
Defeat 
Elk Grove 
Challenging Weekend Ahead 


Threaten Sports Programs? Gymnasts 


It has yet to be determined how much 


and in what areas that high school ath- 
letics in Maine Township will be affected 
by the defeat of a referendum Saturday. 


The referendum asked for a 27-cent in- 


crease in the tax levy for the district's 
education fund. The referendum was de- 
feated by 8.476 to 4,130 vote. 


School officials said last week that if 


the referendum would fail, the education 
program in the district's four high 
schools would have to be cut by 10 per 
cent in every area. 


Apparently, the 10 per cent cut would 


also include athletics. The cuts would 
come in the 1972-73 school year but it has 
not yet been determined in what way 
athletics would be cut, 


Each department head in Maine Town- 


ship High School District 207 has been 
asked to recommend how the 10 per cent 
cuts should be made in each department. 
The recommendations have not yet been 
completed and filed with District 207's 
administration. 


When the recommendations are turned 


in, the district will review each of them 


and announce the cuts for each depart- 
ment, including athletics. 


The hike in taxing power, which would 


have raised the tax rate in the education 
fund from $1.63 to $1.90 per $100 assessed 
property valuation, would have given 
school officials $1.9 million in extra funds 
next year to meet a current $3 million 
deficit. 


Harold Markworth, District 207 busi- 


ness manager, said Saturday the referen- 
dum's failure to win voter approval 
means the deficit will reach $4 million by 
the end of the current school year.

S20 S. Plum Grove Road, Palatine by 
NSSEO. a cooperative established in 1962 
to educate handicapped children. The co- 
operative mludes school districts 15, 21, 
23. 25, 26, 54, 57, 59, 211 and 214 in the 
Northwest suburbs. 


The center is a special school for chil- 


dren who are trainable mentally handi- 
capped (a child with a severe learning 
problem preventing him from participat- 
ing in a general education program) and 


multiple handicapped retarded (a child 
with a physical and mental handicap). 
Before the center opened, most of those 
children were educated in special classes 
in the public schools. 


THE NEW SCHOOL is the fi-st to be 


named in Kirk's honor, according to 
John Wightman, NSSEO director. 


"We named the school after Kirk be- 


cause he is the foremost international au- 
thority on mental retardation. He was 
progressive at a time when people were 
still talking about training handicapped 
children, He is 10 years ahead of his 
time." 


Friday morning Kirk, 66, will tour the 


center and visit with the children. He 
will meet with the special education staff 
in the afternoon.

Friday evening. A dedication speech willl 
be made by Harvey Stevens, director of 
the division of mental retardation ser- 
vices in Milwaukee, Wis.

Mental Health Unit Planned 


Mount Prospect now has a population 


of 45,228. 


Village Mgr. Robert J. Eppley said he 


has received figures from thre U.S. Cen- 
sus Bureau that indicate the village an- 


nexed 10,233 new residents when it 
recently took in the Camelot and New 
Town portions of Prospect Heights. 


This figure, was much higher than any 


previous estimate. Eppley said that al- 
though it is not the final figure, such pre- 


liminary figures are accurate to about 
five persons. 


To show the village's progress, Eppley 


told the village board Mount Prospect 
had an official population of 349 persons 
in 1920. 


Plans for an $8 million mental health 


facility have been announced by Gov. 
Richard B. Ogilvie for a 50-acre site 
along Rte. 31, across from the Elgin 
State Hospital. 


The site was one of'14 under consid- 


eration by the Illinois Department of 
Mental Health. 


The site already is owned by the state, 


and because of its proximity to the hospi- 
tal the new facility can use existing sew- 
age, water, dietary, laundry, medical 
and surgical services. 


The facility, expected to be completed 


in 1973, will have capacity for some 400 
r e s i d e n t s . Resident population will 
range from 6 to 60 years of age with 
more than 50 per cent of them females, 
and an estimated two-thirds below the 
age of 19. All residents will be classified 
"severely and profoundly" retarded. 


New residents will transfer to the new 


Elgin site from the Lincoln and Dixon 
state schools as well as those directly 
admitted from the geographical area 
served by Elgin State Hospital.

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Standard Lease Will Change Soon 


by LEA TONKIN 


A change is In the works for the stan- 


dard residential lease most commonly 
used in the Chicago metropolitan area. 


'By the.end of next year a streamlined 


version may be uniformly used across 
the country, predict some industry ex- 
perts. The call for a revamping of this 
timeworh agreement comes not only 
from bar association reformers but from 
some apartment Industry spokesmen who 
realize that happy tenants can spark a 
successful rental operation. 


Julian Levi. project director of the 


American Bar Association Foundation's 
research project which developed a mod- 
el landlord — tenant residential code, 
said, "What we are trying to do is to 
modernize the agreements between par- 
ties so that it reflects the intentions of 
both tenant and landlord." The code was 
first presented in August of this year. 


As technical advisor to a committee of 


the National Conference of Commission- 
ers on Uniform State Laws, Levi helped 
draft the model code to be used as a 
basis for uniform legislation among all So 
states. This is slated to be introduced af- 
ter August, 1972. Levi is a professor of 
urban studies at the Univerity of Chicago 
and has been director of the South Chi- 
cago Commission since 1832. 


"The conference Is official in the sense 


that the governor of each state appoints 
three commissioners." said Levi. "Its 
committees are assigned to work on vari- 
ous issues." Levi said the conference has 
a good batting average in its efforts to 
gain uniform legislation from state to 
state including the adoption of a uniform 
commercial code. 


A uniform lease would stabalize the ex- 


pectations of the landlord and tenant ac- 
cording to Levi. Me said this is especially 
important where a housing market ex- 
tends into more than one state, as in the 
Washington. D.C. area. 


The model code proposed by his com- 


mittee outlines the responsibilities of the 
landlord and the tenant. "When a land- 
lord leases an apartment he expects that 
the tenant is not only going to pay his 
rent but that in addition he will not in- 
fringe on the rights of other tenants, that 
he will keep the apartment clean and 
o t h e r w i s e comply with other ex- 
pectations," said Levi. "The tenant ex-

pects that the apartment will be heated, 
have hot water and other facilities. 


"The first thing the proposal says is 


that the performance of one party is con- 
tingent on the performance of the other," 
said Levi. This means that a landlord 
has recourse if he rents to a slob, said 
Levi, and the tenant can take his land- 
lord to task for failure to provide heating 
or other services. 


The code would give the tenant more 


than the right to possession of an apart- 
ment according to Levi. "It would make 
illegal certain kinds of overreaching that 
often occur in the agreements," he said. 


"In Illinois, for example, for at least 10 


years, there has been a law on the books 
which says the landlord cannot take a 
lease in which he asks the tenant to 
waive his legal rights against 'you for 
negligence or carelessness. Despite this, 
real estate boards and other groups ap- 
prove this kind of a lease." 


Levi said the Chicago Real Estate 


Board's (CREB) standard lease form, 
.now the most widely used agreement in 
the Chicago metropolitan area, is out- 
moded. "It has all sorts of clauses which 
do not reflect the intention of both par- 
ties," he said, citing clauses which could 
prevent a tenant from doing something 
about lack of service. 


The first residential property manage- 


ment company to scrap the old standard 
lease form on a national scale is the Kas- 
suba Development Corp., which has ap- 
proximately 12,000 Trace units hi the Chi- 
cago metropolitan area, The company 
first introduced its simplified lease in 
June of this year. 


The Kassuba agreement reduces the 


number of words in the standard CREB 
lease by about two thirds according to 
Edward N. Kelley, senior vice president 
and general manager. The lease frees the 
tenant from such responsibilities as sub- 
letting and eliminates the waiver and 
confession clauses; 


.A cancellation clause in the Kassuba 
lease allows the tenant to give 90 days' 
notice if he wishes to vacate the apart- 
ment. It also includes a checklist to as- 
sess any charges against a security de- 
posit.1 


Apartment leases haven't changed 


much in the past 100 years according to 
Edward Zale, president of the Apartment 
Council of Metropolitan Chicago. "But 
there have been many changes in the in- 
dustry and the law should take this into 
account," he said. "As a result there has 
been a lot of work done by legislators 
and attorneys to update the law to make 
it more equitable for the tenant in his 
relationship to his landlord." 


Although Zale noted that the uniform 


state law commission still has to hear 
additional testimony "before presenting 
•its final lease proposal next year, he pre- 
dicts that the resulting document will 
have a good chance of success among 
state legislators. "What ever they recom- 
mend is likely to become law," Zale 
said.

"There is a definite trend across the 


country for tenants to become more vo- 
cal," he said. "But the biggest problem 
that has brought this about is unusually 
large increases in rents. This occurs 
when there is a shortage of apartments." 
He said stiff competition in the Chicago 
metropolitan area apartment market 
eliminates this kind of tenant frustration. 


Concern for the rights of the tenant 


can pay off for the apartment owner ac- 
cording , to Norman V. Watson, U.S. 
Housing and Urban Development's as- 
sistant secretary for housing manage- 
ment. 


"When tenants feel they, are being 


treated fairly and have a voice in man- 
agement matters all the evidence sug- 
gests that they will take greater pride in 
their project and better care of the prop- 
erty," he said. "Conversely, when the 
tenants feel alienated, the result is likely 
to be greater crime, vandalism, rent de- 
linquencies and rent strikes." 


The need to take both the landlord and 


the tenants rights into account is outlined 
in several bills slated to come up in the 
next session of the Illinois legislature ac- 


cording to Mayer Singerman, executive 
vice president of the Apartment Council 
of Metropolitan Chicago. "More 
and 


more apartment owners are abandoning 
apartments or not building them," he 
said. "Any new landlord-tenant 
codes 


should not contribute to this situation." •

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Percy Opens 
Reelection 
Campaign

It is the first day of the rest of Sen. 


Charles H. Percy's political life. 


It starts at dawn and it goes far into 


the night, the opening sortie in a political 
campaign that will end 11 months hence, 
either with another six-year pass to the. 
U.S. senate or political oblivion. 


The line has been drawn. U.S. Rep. Ro- 


man Pucinski of Chicago has emerged as 
the Democratic champion to unseat the 
Republican incumbent. 


And Sen. Percy — still a freshman, but 


the state's senior senator now — has 
come home to get in the first blow, to 
traverse the state commanding the atten- 
tion of the local TV and press outlets, 
taking the edge off Pucinski's debut in 
statewide politicking. 


It is a grueling day. By chartered 


plane from Chicago to Rockford for 
breakfast; back to Chicago for the big 
press conference of the day; south to 
Springfield; on Downstate to Belleville; 
up the course of the Illinois River and 
into Moline; back to Chicago and a late 
dinner with a fellow named Marshall 
Field. 


IT IS THE FIRST day of The Cam- 


paign. And it will contain all the frustra- 
tions, the Repetitions, the dulling fatigue, 
the cardboard sandwiches ~ and the gig- 
gly incidents, too — that make up that 
American institution. 


It is the first day out, and the cam- 


paign machinery is rusty. The greeting 
party fails to arrive at the Rockford air- 
port, and the senior U.S. Senator of the 
great state of Illinois bums a ride with a 
Pinkerton guard just going off duty, 


Things are better at the Faust Hotel, 


where about 125 faithful Republicans 
have come before breakfast to let the 
senator know the troops are still there. 


The prepared speech of the day is un- 


veiled in Rockford. It will be added to, 
trimmed, unproved throughout the day, 
and by nightfall, Percy will be ad-libbing 
it. But it will remain basically the same 
throughout the long day. • 


"I come before you today, as I did six 


years ago this month, to announce my 
candidacy for the U.S. Senate," 


PERCY PRAISES the decency, .the 


courage and conviction of the man he 
defeated in 1966 and calls upon Roman 
Pucinski to play fair in the coming cam- 
paign, as Paul Douglas always did. 


He will run on his record he declares, 


and he invites his close scrutiny of that 
record by his Democratic opponent. 


His record, he knows, is not univer- 


sally accepted by the members of his 
party. 


"But I have confidence that I have 


faithfully represented the aspirations of 
the people of Illinois, while staying true 
to my own conscience." It is his declara- 
tion that rumors of desertion by the con- 
servative wing of the party are un- 
founded. The Republicans recognize this 
and applaud him for it. 


At a press conference following the 


speech, he is asked about India and 
Pakistan. Percy takes a firm stand de- 
manding that the U.S. keep itself out of 
their war. 


That issue will be added to the speech 


and will become the theme of the day, 
and possibly a major theme of the whole 
campaign: get out of Vietnam and stay 
out of India and Pakistan. 


"Let Red China, if it wishes, get in- 


volved. Let Soviet Russia, if it wishes, get 
involved. But in no way should the 
United States get involved in this con- 
flict." The statement will draw warm ap- 
plause in Chicago and Belleville, his big- 
gest crowds of the day; it will engender 
little enthusiasm from smaller crowds of 
political pros in Springifled and Moline. 


NOW HE SHAKES hands around the 


.room edging toward the door, keeping to 
the schedule. 


The schedule intact until his motor 


caravan reaches an open drawbridge 
over the Chicago River. The schedule 
slips, but it gives him a joke to open the 
speech in the jammed Grand Ballroom of 
the Chicago-Sheraton Hotel. 


"I don't know who arranged for the 


bridge to go up," he says, and 500 Re- 
publicans picture Mayor Richard J. Da- 
ley in the control booth, his hand on the 
lever, blocking the path of their candi-

date, and they chuckle with Mm. 


The Chicago meeting is a good one. 


Dozens of hands shaken, old friendships 
r e k i n d l e d momentarily, new faces 
greeted. But the schedule is badly bent. 


The senator is an hour behind when he 


reaches Meigs Field. The party boards a 
vintage CD-3. The aircraft bears the leg- 
end, Basler Airlines, and the pilot is 
Warren T. Basler. (Welcome aboard 
TWA Flight 1, ladies and gentlemen. 
This is your pilot, Howard Hughes.) 


ABOARD THE PLANE, Percy allows 


himself time for coffee and a sweet roll, 
and then he begins a round of visits with 
the reporters, individually and in small 
groups. 


This is the time to expand on his press 


conference answers, to give small con- 
fidences, to call on aides for the exact 
figures. Since "The Making of the Presi- 
dent ..." if a candidate rests in his 
private compartment, somebody writes a 
book about him and says he was "aloof." 


He said in Chicago that the cost of his 


campaign will probably be at least 34 per 
cent higher than in 1966, simply because 
of inflation, but he mentioned no figure. 
Now, he tells the traveling press, he 
spent $1.19 million the first time around. 
"So if it's the same kind of campaign, it 
will be ... what? ... a million six? .. . 
I hope not. That's outrageous." 


About support by conservatives. "The 


President himself committed himself to 
a Percy campaign long before my an- 
nouncement. I've never known him to do 
that for anyone." 


Republicans don't always see eye-to- 


eye, he declares, "but I believe the 
poeple of this state are big enough to 
overlook some honest differences of opin- 
ion." 


ON THE NEUTRALITY theme: "Some 


attempts have been made to cast blame 
on one side or the other. But it is very 
difficult for us to sort out who is to 
blame, whether India or Pakistan is the 
aggressor.' So I believe we must maintain 
strict neutrality." 


The plane dips through heavy cloud 


cover, over black plowed fields, into the 
Springfield airport. "That's the greatest 
soil in the world, out there," declares 
Percy. "If they had that all over the 
world, there'd be no poverty." 


An hour late at the st. Nicholes Hotel, 


Percy is told by one of the organizers 
that at least a hundred more people had 
been there earlier. But a Springfield re- 
porter who has been there since morn- 
ing says they came and went without his 
noticing them. 


A short speech, a few reporters' ques- 


tions, a gulped ham sandwich and the 
candidate goes back to his police-es- 
corted limousine, off to the airport. 


Flying south toward Belleville, before 


it is obscured by the cloud blanket, the 
"world's greatest, soil" is seen to be in- 
terlaced with the red clay which signals 
the beginning of Illinois' poverty belt. 


THE CROWD AT Belleville is bigger — 


more than 200 — and enthusiastic.' It, for 
the first time, is dotted with black faces, 
and Percy adds to the speech praise for 
Sen. Ed Brooke of Massachusetts. "He 
was overwhelmingly elected in a state 
with only 3 per cent black vote. 


"That shows that we are ready to elect 


a candidate regardless of race, creed, 
color or sex." The statement is warmly 
applauded by blacks and whites, South- 
ern Illinois whites.

Ware Gets County Job 


Mitchell Ware, former director of the 


Illinois Bureau of Investigation (IBI) and 
a recent figure in the Black Panther 
grand jury controversy, has been ap- 
pointed to the Cook County Civil Service 
Commission. 


Ware, previously appointed to the IBI 


post by Republican Gov, Richard 
Ogilvie, was named to the $10,000 a year 
part-time civil service position by Demo- 
crat George W. Dunne, president of the 
county board. 


Dunne announced the appointment ef- 


fective immediately, Monday during a 
regular meeting of the county board. 


Ware will serve a three-year term on 


the commission, replacing Roger E. 
Henn, public affairs director of the Union 
League Club, whose term recently ex- 
pired. 


The 37-year-old Ware left his IBI post a 


few months ago to accept an appoint- 
ment from Joseph A. Power, presiding 
judge of the county criminal court, as a 
"friend of the court." Ware was assigned 
to investigate charges that the special 
grand jury had been pressured into re- 
turning indictments against State's Atty. 
Edward Hanrahan and 13 others as a re- 
sult of the I960 police raid on a Black 
Panther apartment. 


The Illinois Supreme court later voided 


the appointment of Ware and he was not 
able to continue his investigation. 


A partner in the law firm of Mazza, 


Mazzio and Ware of Chicago, Ware 
earned his law degree from DePaul Uni- 
versity in 1967 after six years as an in- 
spector for the Illinois Division of Nar- 
cotic Control. He was named superin- 
tendent of the division in 1D69. 


Ware is a former law clerk of Federal 


Judge James B. Parsons and was an 


aide to the judge during the judge's work 
on President Lyndon B. Johnson's Com- 
mission on Law Enforcement and Ad- 
ministration of Justice. 


Ware has also worked as an attorney 


in the area of poverty law and as a tele- 
vision news reporter. Currently he is a 
member of the National Commission on 
Marijuana and Drug Abuse, appointed by 
President Richard M. Nixon in Febru- 
ary.
